Of course the Democrats, who had 
wasted nearly the whole day, ac once mani- 
fested much virtuous indignation at this 
GAGGING OF THE MINORITY. 
The filibustering today was entirely hopeless 
and was due simply to pure cussedness. Had 
they refrained they might have had the 
whole day for discussion as well as not. 
Judge Waite, of Connecticut,who was Chair- 
man of a sub-committee that investigated the 
Smalls-Tillman case, opened the discussion 
in a half-hour’s speech in which he summed 
up the testimony and the conclusions of the 
committee in a judicial manner. The Fifth 
District of South Carolina is about the only 
one in the Southern States where open vio- 
lence and intimidation accompanied by 
bivodshed and murder were generally resort- 
ed to in the election of 1880. ‘The uncontra- 
dicted testimony in the case shows that thou- 
sands upon thousands of Republicans were 
prevented from voting, and that those 
who did vote were cheated out of 
their votes when the count came to 
be made. According to the census 
of 1881, taken three or four months before 
the election, the number of colored males of 
voting age in the district exceeded the num- 
ber of white males of voting age 
BY ABOUT 12,000, 

and yet Tillman was returned to Congress by 
a fraudulent and pretended majority of more 
than 8,000. No pretense is made anywhere 
by himselt or anybody else that any con- 
siderable number of colored men voted for 
him. The committee found, as a result of 
their investigation, that Smalls was actually 
elected by a majority of nearly 
1,500. The counties which made up 
the Fifth District are now in the Second, 
with the exception of Beaufort County, and 
Tillman is the leading candidate for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination in that district. The new 
district contains a colored majority of about 
5,000, but it is confidently claimed by the 
Democrats that they will carry it easily. 

THE EDGEFIELD “ ADVERTISER,” 
published in Edgefield —— in this dis- 
trict, Says: The negro majority in this dis- 
trict is set down at 5,000, and it is considered 
by some the only doubtful one of the six gen- 
erally accorded to the Democrats.

THE SENATORS ARE ALREADY 
ING THEIR SCHEME OF RELIEF 
PEOPLE. 
_ Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 18.—The Repub- 
lican Senators held a caucus this morning, 
but were unable to come to any agreement 
as to the action upon the Tax-Reduction bill. 
The caucus was called by those who desire 
to press this bill to the exclusion of all other 
business, and who even proposed to under-

take the hardships and the hazards of night 


sessions. Assembled in caucus, it was dis- 
covered that the Senators could not be united 
upon such a proposition, and that those who 
in the first caucus had had doubts about the 
wisdom at this time of so materially modify- 
ing the House bill had not changed their 
views; that, on the contrary, they were even 
more opposed to the bill than ever. The re- 
sult was that when the Senate convened this 
divergence of @pinion was soon manifest. 
MR. MORRILL, 

Chairman of the Finance Committee, pro- 
posed a motion to consider the Tax-Reduc- 
tion bilL Another Senator desired to pro- 
ceed with an appropriation bill. Gen. Logan 
moved foran executive session, in order to 
clear the docket of the contested cases which 
have so long obstructed the Senate calendar, 
and which, if rmitted to remain there, 
might result in defeating any further execu- 
tive business this session. Gen. Logan’s 
motion prevailed by a strong vote of 39 yeas 
to 20 nays, all the nay vo with one — 
tion (George, of Mississippi), be Repu 
lican.

CONCLUDE THE WORK OF THE SESSION. 
However, later in the day, after nearly the 
whole of the day had been spentin execu- 
tive session, the Tax bill was taken up, and 
the tobacco amendment was discussed at 
length.

THE ACTION OF THE SENATE 
in having a long executive session early 
in the afternoon is a sure indication that 
the end of the session approaches. ‘The 
Senators always like to clear their calendar 
of nominations some days before a final ad- 
journment, and there were two Post-Oflice 
nominations which blocked the way and pre- 
vented action on a large number of postal 
nominations. One of these was the Post- 
master at Mobile, Ala., concerning whom 
the two Senators trom that State took opposit 
grounds: and the other was the Postmaster 
at Penn Yan, whose nomination was advo- 
cated by Senator Lapham, and was opposed 
by Senator Miller. 
THE MOBILE NOMINATION 

was confirmed, to the delight of Senator 
Pugh, who had championed it, while Sena- 
tor Miller had the satisfaction of defeating 
the Stalwart nomination for Penn Yan by 
two votes. A motion to reconsider was en- 
tered, and tae Administration may be able to 
eventually secure the confirmation of its 
man. At5o’cleck the doors of the Senate 
were opened, and the Revenue bill was 
taken up.

This feature 
of the case was not referred to dur the 
proceedings of the Senate, the debate turn- 
ing simply upon the question of the suffi- 
ciency of the cause.“ | 
SENATOR MILLER (N. x.) 

took the ground that 
Cleveland was a “trumped-up” one. The 
offense consisted in the delivery to a former 

roprietor of avillage newspaper certain 
New York City papers and ee which 
the ex-proprietor had earned by advertising 
them, and to which (although they contin- 
ued to be addressed simply to the village 
newspaper-office) he was still entitled, un- 
der the reservation made by himin favor of 
acerued claims for adyertising. Sen- 
ator Lapham contended Cleve- 
land’s violation of the postal law was 
deliberate and unjustifiable. The other 
Senators took the ground that, in view of 
the President’s constitutional responsibility 
for the proper conduct of the Executive 
service, his right to make such removal as 
was contemplated in the present instance 
should be recognized.

Freeport, III., July 18.—The Sixth Congres- 
sional District Republican Convention met to- 
day, took up its work where it lett off on the 30th 
of June, when the news of Maj. Hawk's death 
alone prevented the latter's renomination, and 
on the ninth ballot nominated Robert Hitt, of 
Mount Morris, Ogle County, to represent the 
new district in the Forty-eighth Congress. The 
result was accomplished after a friendly rivalry, 
and without any of the bitterness which marked 
some of the former contests for the Congres: 
sional prize in the old district. No bad blood 
was made,and there arc no gaping wounds to 
heal, and Mr. Hitt will be elected by the usual 
overwhelming majority, if, indeed, he does not 
run ahead oc the oldtime vote. 

The several! delegations met this mornim and 
formally decided what to do when the test came. 
Some doubts. had been expressed as to Ogie 
County's steadfastness, but these were com- 
pletely set at reat when the Ogle delegation de- 
cided to stand by Hitt first, last, and ail the 
time. The feeling of loyalty to Ogle County, 
and the justice of its demand for something all 
the other counties have bad and it has never 
had—namely: a Congressman—were 

TOO STRONG TO BE OVERCOME, 

and the Ogle County delegation virtually de- 

clared that if anybody but Hitt was nominated 

it must be without their sixteen votes. The 

Sheets movement for an adjournment and a 

reiegation of the entire question to the people 

was quietly abandoned at Col. Sheets’ own 
request, and the delegation resolved to pre- 
sent a solid, united front, and to vote 
steadily, continuously, and persistently for its 
choice. The Jo Daviess delegation with one ex- 


ception resoived to support Judge Spensiey. 


The exception was James Mayne, a rather testy 
individual, who was elected to fill a vacancy as 
a member of the last House at Springfleid, and 
who filled it in every sense of the term during the 
late extra session. Mr. Bayne recently conceived 
the idea that Judge Spensicy prevented his re- 
turn to Springtield next Winter by allowing Jo 
Daviess County to instruct for another man for 
Representative. Henee bis refusai to support 
Spensiey. The Stephenson County delegation, 
as had been anticipated, decided to support its 
home man—Gen. Atkins. Carroll united on 
James M. Hunter by a vote of 6 to 4. Hunter 
and Bailey 
JOINED HANDS AGAINST SHAW 

to bring about this result and thereby downed 
the one maa who, if Carroll County were al- 
lowed to decide the question today, would re- 
ceive the willing supportof a majority of its 
voters. Winnebago decided to stick to Garver, 
and subsequently showed its iuck of shrewd 
policy§by refusing to vote for Hitt until its vote 
was no longer necessary, when it could just as 
well have enjoyed whateyer glory was to be bad 
from naming the winner. While Carroll and 
Stephenson each decided to stand by its mau, it 
was apparent to. everybody that the former 
would break to itt before the balldt- 
ing had gone very far. In this 
event Geu. Atkins could no longer hope 
for anything from that quarter. Stephenson, 
as the scheme was figured out, would then 
throw its votes tothe winning side, and Free- 
port's Postmaster would eurn the gratitude and 
friendly offices of the new Congressman. This 
was identically the situation and its promised 
outeome, as forecast by your correspondent last 
night, and the results fully verit bis predic- 
tions. 

The convention met in the opera-bouse about 
a quarter to 2, K. G. Bailey, of Carroll, the per- 
manent Chairman of the 2th of June, presiding. 
With the usually bothersome preliminaries ail 
out of the way, nothing remained but to name

and proceed to ballot. 

Woodruff, of Carroll, presented Mr. 

Col. Jacob, Fawcett, of Jo Daviess, 
nominated Judge Spensiley in a speech brim full 
of triotism and Republicanism. Mr. Edward 
A. Irvin, of Ogle, presented the name of Robert 
R. Hitt, which was received with significant ap- 
piause. In the course of bis remarks Mr. Irvin 
referred to Ogle’g readiness a few weeks ago to 
belp renominate Maj. Hawk. and to the fact 
that Ogle, which had stood solong by Wash- 
burne, Burchard, and Hawk, now claimed the 
Congressman for itself, The claim was vased on 
simple justice, and Ogle expected. a return 
of the favors it had shown the other counties iu 
the old district, Mr. Irvin also briefly reviewed 
Mr. Hitt's career as a public man, beginning 
with bis appearance in 1868 as the reporter of 
the famous Lincoln and Douglas debates, and 
tracing him on down in bis capacity as Secretary 
of the American Legation at Paris from 1874 wo 
1881. and then First- Assistant Secretary of State 
under Mr. Blaine. In closing Mr. Irvin declared 
that Ogle would cast 16 votes

of applause, 

Mr. Fry, of Freeport, nominated Gen. Smith 
D. Atkins, and the local crowd in the galleries,

Charles H. Works, State’s-Attorney at Rock- 
ford, presented the name of John C. Garver, of 
Winnebago, and advocated his claims at some 
length and with considerable force. The Rock- 
ford delegation, both on the floor and n the gal- 
leriecn, set up a storm of applause, and. if noise 
could have done it, would have, pominated their 
man right then and there. 

Un the first ballot Carroll gave Hunter its 10 
votes, eleven of the Joe Javiess delegates 
plumped for Speusley. while the wrathful Bayne 
voted for Hitt.

Convention of the Prolibitionists of the 
Fourteenth Lilinois Congressional Dis- 
trict—Capt. D. H. Harts Nominated.

Decatur, III., July 18.—Pursuant to published 
call, less than 100 Probibitionists of the Counties 
of McLean and Logan, with a scattering few 
from Macon and De Witt Counties, assembled at 
the tabernacle this forenoon at II o'clock for 
the purpese of nominating a candidate for Con- 
gress, to be voted for by the Straightout Prohbi- 
bitionists of the Fourteenth District. It had 
been announced. previous to the meeting today 
that a special train from Lincoln would be run 
into Decatur, the delegation of 200 or 300 per- 
sons to be accompanied by ‘the Lincoln 
brass band, but the band didn't wmate- 
ralize, and only about forty-five Lin- 
colnites were present. The meeting was called 
to order by J. S. Kmg. and, on motion of W. . 
Wyatt, of Lincoln, Daniel L. Braucher, of Lin- 
coln, was elected permanent Chairman. W. C. 
Knapp, of McLean County, was elected perma- 
neut Secretary, and W. W. Alden Assistant Sec- 
retary.

WHEREAS, The old 3 have by large ma- 
jorities either opposed or ignored the question 
of Prohibition; and 

WHEREAS, The last Republican Convention in 
this State refused even to go on the record as in 
favor of submitting this question to a voteof 
the people by a vote of 623 to 133; and 

WHEREAS, Both the oid parties are more or 
less manuipulated and controlled by the saloon 
elements of society; and 
Wurms, The liquor-dealers’ associations in 
various localities and ia various States huve 
openly cesoived they will vote for no man for 
public office who is not friendly to their jnter- 
ests; 

Resolved, That we protest against the aetion 
of the old parties in refusing to submit to a yote 
of the people an amendment to the Constitation 
of the State prohibiting the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage; that 
we protest against setting aside the revenue on 
intoxicants for school purposes, and urruigu it 
us a meastre calculated to perpetuate the liquor 
tratffic in this country. 

The financial and tariff issues also received 
attention. The committee reported the name 
of Capt. D. H. Harts, of Lincoln, who was a Re- 
publican member of the Thirty-tirst General 
Assembly, as the Prohibition candidate for 
Congress. The gentieman wus present, and 
as soon as possible be got the floor to state 
that he would not bave the time, owing 
to business engagements, to make the necessary 
canvass. The convention, on voting by coun- 
ties, declared Capt. Hurts the nomineé by a 
unanimous vote. The Captain refused to make 
a speech, but he soggested that, in case he found 
it impossible to make the race, the Executive 
Committee be empowered to substitute some 
one in bis stead.

This district was one of those left unchanged 
by the new apportionment, and it bas been cus- 
tomary for the Republicans, who have been 
compelted to content themselves with the minor- 
ity Representative, to alternate the nomination 
between the two counties every two years. In 
the last Legislature, according to this precedent, 
Montgomery was represented by Robert MoWill- 
iams, who achieved some notoriety through his 
championship of the Railroad Anti-Pooi bill 
and his pretended “investigation’’ of railroad 
matters generally, By common consent, there- 
fore, the Republican candidate this time was to 
come from Christian County, and a spirited con- 
test for the nomination arose in that batliwick, 
where a Kepublican so seldom sees a chance for 
un office. The campaign was conducted on the 
understanding that whoever succeeded in secur- 
ing the indorsement of the Christian County 
Convention would be the next Republican Rep- 
resentative from the district. Tue list of candi- 
dates included E. E. Cowperthwait, of Assump- 
tion; Abner Bond, of Taylorville; L. Parsons, of 
Rosemond; J. W. Ketchell and Levi Scott. 
of Pana; and Frank Coflin, of, Morri- 
sonville. The county was thoroughly can- 
vassed, and the contest became quite ex- 
citing as the day of the county convention ap- 


proached. This was especially the case in Pana, 
where there are two factions which raise a row 
as inevitably as there is a convention of any kind 
to be held. A hot fight was certain there as 
surely as any adherent of either faction ventured 
to be a candidate for any position. Aceordmyg 
to one side, Kitchell had agreed not to be a can- 
didate if Tuyborville bad a candidate, and only 
became one finally in order to defeat Scott. Ac- 
cording to the other side, Kitchell was an active 
candidate, and Scott entered the race solely for 
the purpose of defeating him in revenge for 
Kitehell and his faction having boited Scott's 
nomination eight years ago. But, however it 
cume about, both Kitchelland Scott eventually 
became, to all appearances, candidafes 
earnest, and fuirly made 
that is, Pana) howl with the 
earnestness and vigor of their canvass. The 
night before the primaries were beld each fac- 
tion had bands out parading the streets and 
heid public meetings, the proceedings bemg 
characterized with as much zeal as if the Presi- 
dency of the United States was at stake. Pub- 
lic feeling ran bigh, and the forces of the con- 
tending factions were divided closely enough 
to put them both on their mettie. When the 
primary was held it was the opinion of impar- 
tial Observers that the Scott faction was in the 
majority. Scott was supported by the men in 
the machine shops, who had been given an hour 
to attend the primary meeting. This was known 
to the Kitchell taction, and, although there 
was no contest over the organization. 
that crowd kept up a continual racket and 
prevented the transaction of business, the 
scheme being to postpone a vote until the men 
referred to were obliged to return to the shops. 
Every effort was made by the Scott men to reach 
u vote, but finally, seeing that nothm could be 
done witbin the hour, this party adjourned to 
another bajl and selected its delegates to the 
county convention. The Kitchell crowd, who 
have become noted at every convention for 
years past as chronic kickers and bolters, kept 
possession and selected delegates from among 
their number. ‘There is good authority for the 
statement that the seceding ott faction com- 
prised a majority of the qualified voters in at- 
tendance at the primary, ana that they would 
have carried the day bad they been permitted to 
transact the business of the mecting promptly 
ana in an orderly manner. 

There were no contesting delegations from 
any townsbip but Pana when the County Con- 
vention met at Taylorville. As Tio candidate 
had votes enough to be nominated, this contest 
in Pana cut a considerable figure, and its decision 
was the first important business of the conven- 
tion. When an organization had been effected 
the Kitchell crowd endeavored to have a Com- 
mittee on Credentials appointed consisting of 
tive persons whom they expected would favor 
that side, but this was voted down, and the com- 
mittce was made up of a member from each 
township except Pana, selected by the deiegua- 
tions. Nothing could bave been fairer than 
this. Tne Kitchel!l crowd openly threatened that 
if their nine delegutes were not all admitted 
they would bolt the convention. Not- 
withstanding this threat the Commitee on 
OCredentinis, after giving both sides a full 
hearing. and after remaining in session three 
hours, recommended that both sets of delegates 
be admitted and the vote divided between them. 
A minority report, recommending the admission 
of the Kitehell delewates, was presented by two 
members of the committee. After a lively skir- 
wish the majority report was adopted, where- 
upon Kitchell and bis followers carried out their 
threats by stalking out of the convention. As 
neither of the Pana candidates had any strength 
outside of his own town, this bolt did not affect 
the result. except as the votes of. the Pana dele- 
yates might possibly have intluenced the selec- 
tion of some other candidate. But the Repub- 
licaus of Christian County have become accus- 
tomed to bolts by the Pana crowd, and business 
proceeded without them, the result being the 
nominatjon of Mr. Cowperthwait, who proved to 
be the choice of a decided majority of the regu- 
lar delegutes. 

Most of the defeated candidates nave acqui- 
esced in the resuit of the convention, and Mr. 
Cowperthwalt's nomination haus since been in- 
dorsed also by many of those who at rst op- 
posed him. He is a sort of universal genius who 
has many admirers and many enemies. He isa 
man of much more than average ability, and by 
ali odds the best man for the position so far as 
ability is concerned. He is a practicing attor- 
ney, and bas also been a teacher and a preacher 
inthe Garheld church. As an orator be has no 
superior in the county, and he is iu every way 
titted to make bis mark in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and to represent the district witu 
credit, Since the cunvention the Kitcheli fac- 
tion have been endeavoring to bring out a can- 
didate in Moutgomery County for the purpose of 
defeating Cuowperth wait. The Senatorial Con- 
vention to ratify nis nomination as 
not yet been called, although the delegates have 
been chosen in both counties. It has been cus- 
tomary for the Chairman of the County Central 
Committee of each county to unite in calling the 
Senatorial Convention. It so happens that Mr. 
Biackweider, who was recently appointed Chair- 
man of the Montgomery County Committee, is a 
relative of Kitenell, and derives his backing 
main from Kitchell’s relatives. After the Tay- 
jorvilte Convention Kitchell and his followers 
prepared a number of documents setting forth 
their objections to the action of the convention 
and the nomination of Cowpertbwait. Armed 
with such amiwunition of this character as they 
wore able to secure, they male a raid in force 
upon the Kepubiicans of Montgomery in gen- 
erul and Mr. Biackwelder in particular. Their 
object was to prevent, if possible, the holding of 
a joint convention, and to induce the Munt- 
gomery Hepublicans to put a candidate in the 
liela in the hope that the supposed disaffection 
in Christian County would result in the eclecnon 
of their candidate. They decided upon Daniel 
Amsden, of Hilisboro, as a suitable candidate. 
and received their first setback when he declared 
that he was sutistied with Cowperthwait's nomi- 
nation and refused to run. They were, how- 
ever, a littie more fortunate with Mr. Black- 
welder, from whom they received a promise that 
he would not join in the call for the convention 
without giving them another chance to be heard. 

In the meantime Mr. Cowpertbwait's friends 
lost no time. Knowlug what was going ou they 
prepared themselves with full and official state- 
ments of the situation. They secured an in- 
dorsement of Mr. Cowperthwait's nominanon 
from thirty-two uncontested delegates to the 
convention out of the whole number of fifty- 
three, as well as from the nive Scott delegates 
from Pana. A similar indorsement was also 
signed by fourteen of the seventeen Chairmen 
of the township committees composing the 
County Central Committee, and by a large num- 
ber of intiuential Kepublieans from all parts of 
the county. These documents were laid before 
Mr. Biuckwelder a few duys ago, and he was re- 
quested to Jpin in the call for the joint conven- 
tion. While be did not positively decline to do 
this, he refused to sign the call until he had 
given the Kitchell clique another opportunity to 
be heard, and nis action stiil remains iu doubt. 

At present, therefore, the situation is as fol- 
lows; Mr. Cowperthwait's nomination is regard- 
ed as satisfactory by most of the Re publicans 
of both counties, who do not desire to run an- 
other candidate, and it will be ratitied by the 
rogularly- appointed delegates to the Senatorial 
Convention 80 nas they can get together. 
The upshot of the matter will be that, after Mr. 
Blackwelder bas been given a short time for 
further reflection, a call fora joint convention 
will be sigued by the Chairman of the Christian 
Connty Central Committee and the Chairmen of 
the delegation chosen by each county. conven- 
ing the convention at Lijchtield about July 31. 
This will be presented tod Mr. Biackwelder for 
his signature, and issued whether he athxes bis 
name or not. This convention will ratify Cowper- 
tuwult's nomination, and there will be nothing 
for the bolters to do but to try and trot out 
an independent candidate, who will surely get 
left, whoever he may be.

Republican candidate. The tremendous major- 
ity secured by Hon, E. W. Keyes in his race for 
the Legislature last fall gave him a prestige 
which, at the time, was regarded as virtually se- 
curing the nomination for Congress. ane 
County is reliably Democratic, but Mr. Keyes ob- 
tained a majority of nearly 1,000. This, it was 
believed by his friends, would make his 
position as a candidate for Congress impreg- 
nable. Buta terrible fight will be made against 
him. The opposinon is now divided between 
the present Congressman, Mr. Hazelton, and 
Gen. Bryant, but when the real contest comes it 
Will be between the Keyes and anti-Keyes fac- 
tions. The Democrats will be likelyſto numinate 
either S. U. Pinney or Mr. Gregory, the defeated 
candidate of two years ago.

A TUG OF WARN. 
A CHALLENGE FROM TUG WILSON TO 8UL- 
LIVAN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, July 18.—The result of the 
glove-fight between the Hon. *“*Tug’’ Wil- 
son, of England, and Mr. John L. Sullivan, 
ot Boston, which took place last night at 
Madison Square Garden, will probably be a 
ring battle with bare hands for the champion- 
ship of the world, if their esthetic friends 
and admirers can only provoke such a viola- 
tion of the law. Today Mr. Wilson, with his 
friend and handler Mr. Arthur Chambers, 
Mr. James Patterson, George Holden, and 
other professors of pugilism met. Mr. Wilson 
told his backer, Mr. Richard K. Fox, that 
he was prepared to fight any man in the 
world. Mr. Fox said he would back him to 
hight Sullivan for $2,500 a side at catch- 
weights, London prize-ring rules, for the 
championship of the wald. 

A FORMAL CHALLENGE 
to that effect was at once issued, signed by 
Mr. Fox, and a check for $1,000 was drawn 
to be deposited with Harry Hill to bind the 
challenge. The time and place of figiting 
was left to be mutually agreed on when the 
forfeit is covered by Mr. Sullivan. 

Tug Wilson went to Harry Hill’s at6 
o’cloek this evening to receive the stakes in 
the Monday evening’s bout, which were paid 
over to him by Mr. Hill. Wilson was accom- 
panied by Arthur Chambers, his second, 
Alfred Lunt, his trainer, Richard K. Fox, 
William E. Harding, George Rooke, George 
Holden, and Arthur Holt. There was also a 
party present from Philadelphia, consisting 
ot Bab Farrell, Warry Edwards, Bob Barry, 
Tom Garrity, and Billy Godfrey. Sullivan 
did not appear, and there was no onein the 
company to represent him. 

MR. BILLY MADDEN 

was asked tonight if he had seen the chal- 
lenge of Fox for Wilson to fight Sullivan, 
and replies: “Yes, and 1 have Mr. Sulli- 
van's authority to do as think best in the 
matter, but 1 tell you there won’t be any 
fight for less than 55.000 a side. 
It don't pay. when you come 
to take out the expenses. The tight must 
come off out West. I think it should be 
within 500 miles of Kansas City, somewhere 
in Colorado. 1 am going to take two or

THE FREIGHT EMBARGO. 


ARGUMENTS ON THE APPLICATION FOR A 
MANDAMUS. 

New Tonk. July 18.—The argument be- 
gaiptoday in the Supreme Court upon the 
application for a peremptory mandamus 
against the New York Central and Erie Rall 
way Companies to compel them to receive 
and transmit freight promptly. Simon Stein, 
counsel tor the nierchants, said incalcalable 
damage has been and is still being done, be- 
cause of legal and pernicious neglect of the 
companies in the premises, and stated that 
the estimated losses to the merchants had 
been $1,000,000 daily. He also said that affi- 
davits showed that the only reason given by 
the companies for this neglect was that they 
had refused to employ men competent to ber- 
form the work of removing and handling 
freight.

for damages sustained, but not by man- 
damus. No such authority had been vested 
in the Attorney-General by statute as that 
which he had here assumed. The counsel 
questioned the right of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to assume the supervision of common 
carriers in regard to the shipment of freight. 
It may be said that the temporary inability 
ot the roads to carry their freight diverted 
trade from the State, but this did not give 
the court power to grant the mandamus ap- 
plied for.

BUILDING GREAT NAMES. 


A Favorit German Game, in Which the 
Wisest Pays for Least Beer. 
New York Sun. 

There are several resorts in the upper part of 
the city which are frequented only by particu- 
lar “sets” of Germens, and more nearly 
resemble club-rooms than beer saloons. While 
some one plays the zither, the usual company 
assembies shortly after dark these summer 
evenings, and resolves itself into groups. A 
few play at chess, others at dominoes; still 
others prefer to discuss music, painting, and 
literature over their beer and wine. Apart, in 
a far corner, sit a company of six or eight gen- 
ticmen intent on a game which a free traasila- 
ion might describe as Historical Puzzles.” 
The faces of the group are keen and critical. A 
few wear an intent expression; others look ver- 
plexed; one or two bask in serene contentment 
—these possess the key. The game requires 
few accessories. The essentials are ready wit, 
ability in bistorical controversy, a table, a bit 


of chalk, and a sponge. The gentlemen seated 
about this table are, without exception, experts 
in historical controversy, and to stagger them 
you must call to your assistance a vast amount 
of erudition. 

The immediate object of the game is to 
achieve some historical name, either that of a 
person or some event. Usually the game is con- 
fined to names of persons. One of the party 
writes down a nucleus of letters as they fol- 
low in proper order in any name, aud then each 
participant, in turn, adds, if he can, a single 
letter at one end or the other, untilithe full name 
is set fortn. No capital letters are allowed, and 
the Christian and surname, if both are used, 
must be run together. Thus * George Washing- 
ton.“ if written according to the rules of this 
game, will present himself as georgewashing- 

on 


Taking the chalk, No. 1 writes erco.“ No. 2 
takes the chalk. He looks at erco with a 
troubled expression. He has two minutes by 
the timekeeper’s watch in which to distinguish 
himself. He fails to do so, and the timekeeper 
cries ““Schwam (sponge), and drops that ar- 
ticle (the insignia of his office) on the takle. 
The result is that the tally man gives No. 2 a 
mark.“ No. 3 now grapples with tne situa- 
tion. He has had the beunetit of No. 2s two 
minutes,and has besides, two of his own to 
draw upoo.

No. 1 might have begun with any other se- 
quence of letters composing the name, as, for 
instance, chr.“ “stophe,” bu,“ “rist.” The 
final period must not be neglected. It counts as 
a letter. and isin order whenever itcan be ap- 
propriateiy employed. It n acts like 
the previous question in debate, and cuts off 
ull controversy, at least at one end. Thus 
you bave in mind the father of your 
country, and write ing.“ The next man, to 
your surprise, adds a period. Your intended 
* Washington’ is now spoiled, and as there is 
no going beyond the period- all additions must 
be made to the left. Finally the word turns out 
“Irving,” “Schelling,” or another name termi- 
nating io ing.“ Sometimes a name is com- 
pleted, and needs but the period, yet so outiand- 
ish is it that none are aware of this fact except 
the person who added the last letter; and it has 
happened that a mark on this account nas 
fallen to ail but the one in the secret, and that 
when his turn came be quietiy added the period, 
to the inteose disgust of all the rest. uren- 
thetically, it may be mentioned here that no in- 
itials are permitted, only full names, either with 
or without the 7 name or names. Thus.

When a name is completed. he who has scored 
the most marks is entitied to start the next. If 
he feels contident that he bus hit upon a good 
one, it will be to his interest to put dowu as 
mauy letters as possible without betraying his 
secret, inasmuch as his nucleus may be used 
for any historic name to which it can be ad- 
justed. Let us take these letters—*obrab.”’

Now the original scribe adds an h,“ thus, 
Shobrah. Again alt are lu the dark, ano re 
ceive another mark. Next the original inventor 
makes it chobrah.“ Matters are still as bad as 
before, and mark follows mark perchance until 
the full name is completed in order as follows: 
**chobrah,” ychobrah.“ “ ychobrahe,” ** tycho- 
bruhe. And it might happen, even in a fairly 
intelligent company—uniless some member were 
astronomically incliued—that noue would recog- 
nize the name and add the final period, and thus 
ali would reap another mark each. 

As in a game of draw, now and then some 
member will attempt to“ blut his way through. 
At a loss to make an intelligent addition. be Will 
in sheer desperation add any letter at random, 
trusti that be bas perchance made a lucky 
hit, and that the next man will see his way toa 
solution, or himself Indulge in a bluff. In 
either such case the original “ bluffer’’ is saved 
a mark. Should the next man give up the 
problem, however, and, perchance, sus- 
pecting a bluff, call for “the word,” then 
No. 1 bas nothing to do but confess. 
Any member, when bis turn comes to 
chalk, can at any time demand the word 
from the man who made the last addition. If 
this one made a correct addition, and is liable to 
show that he was working toward an intelligent 
conclusion, then the one who “called” takes a 
mark, anda new word is begun. Should the 
„call detect a biuff, then the bluffer takes a 
mark, while all the rest subtract each a mark 
from his own score, uniess it happens that none 
stand aguinst their names. If it is found that 
some member of the company is given to blut - 
ang. he will be called frequently. 

fhatever you do, be sure the name you are 
attempting to achieve is in its best sense his- 
torical. As the company engaged in play con- 
stitute the jury and decide this question by a 
majority vote, these aggregate judgments will 
trequently vary, and in any particular instance 
it will be well to study the “historical sense 
of the company, so to speak, before venturing 
upon doubtful ground. The more learned the 
layers, the more exacting will they be in their 
udgments. It does not suffice that a name be 
incidentally mentioned in some historical 
narrative. The name should be some 
real historical factor—in the language 
of Carlyle, it should “stand for a fact. Of 
course, local and National prejudices and preai- 
lections must be taken intojaccount. Au I[rish- 
man, for example. might contend that his native 
Isle has been doing littie else than turning out 
historical characters ever since it was a bit of 
dry land. An Englishman or a German, per- 
haps unduly prejudiced, would take quite a dif- 
ferent view of the case. Besides, a name must 
be in no sense apocryphal. Among the hyper- 
critical Homer would pass, if at all, uader seri- 
ous misgivings, while in a party of Germans es- 
peciaily biblical names would be likely to be ex- 
claded in bulk. 

Assume a company of eight, composed equal- 
ly of Americans, Germans, Frenchmen, and 
lrishbmen. You, us one of the two Americans, 
present “ingb.”” It proves a poser. Tue entire 
company goes down before it.

of the the estimate made a tew weeks ago. The 
product runs from twenty-five to forty bushels 
in almost every section of the State. 

One correspondent, writing from Salina, in the 
centre of the wheat-growing belt, says: Na- 
thaniel Harris, near this place, thrashed 100 
acres that yielded 3,800 bushels of Nos. 1 and 2 
wheat. Hiram Malby had forty acres of thin, 
ordinary wheat, that he thought would yield 
about fifteen bushels per acre. It measured 
out twenty-six bushels per acre. As far as 


heard from the yield is 


MUCH LARGER THAN WAS COUNTED UPON 
before harvest. It is now calculated by many 
that the yield here will average twenty-five 
bushels at the very lowest, giving us a total 
product of 2,500,000 bushels in Saline County 
alone. The quality is very fine. The oats crop 
is very large, and could not be better. It is 
claimed that some fields will yield 100 bushels to 
the acre. Astocorn, the acreage is very large 
and the crop in splendid condition.” 

From Pawnee Rock a corres pondent writes: 
“Tne wheat crop has been harvested in an ex- 
ceptionally fine condition. The yield is large 
and the grain of excellent quality. ——— is 
in operation, and the average in this tow ip 
will exceed twenty-seven bushels to the acre. 
Corn is in fine shape and promises a large crop. 
Oats and rye are immense.” 

A Geneva respondent says: ‘The yield of 
wheat in this Wcality is fully % per cent above 
the average for ten years past.

George A. Jewett 
and Victor Boresard raised the first acre each in 
the county in 1872. The first wheat raised in 
Kansas west of the Arkansas River was in Ox- 
ford Township, this county, In 1872, a field of 
thirty acres, averaging twenty . This 
samo township will this year ma ear 100,000 
bushels, Wheat is thrashing out splendidly. 
One field yielded thirty-five bushels to the acre. 
Ove farmer had 2,000 acres, from which he will 
gather 50,000 bushels.” 

An Abilene reporter observes: The estimated 
average in this (Dickinson) county before har- 
vest was twenty-tive busbeis per acre. Several 
farmers are now thrashing an average ot thirty- 
five to forty bushels of No. 1 wheat, giving at

A vumber of other fields in the same neighbor- 
hood thrashed thirty-seven bushels to the acre 
all the way through. Nearly all of this wheat 
will grade No. 1, and the millers who receive it 
say there will hardly be ¢creenings enough from 
the crop to feed the chickens. 

The wheat crop is without doubt the finest 
ever raised in the State. The market continues 
firm, and there is noindication of weakness. ln 
Kansas City 91 cents was bid for August, with 
no offerings. The demand in Chicago for Kan- 
sas winter wheat. which, under a recent act of 
the Produce Exchange, is allowed to be substi- 
tuted for spring contracts, undoubtedly con- 
tributes to maintain prices.

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CHINESE CUSTOMS. 


The “Feng Shui” and Coal-MMining 
Operations—Enforced Mourning for 
Deceased Relatives, | 
A Shanghai let ter (May 2) to the London Times 

says: | 

“News of a very unwelcome nature has 
reached us from Pekin. Itis said that a strong 
memorial has been presented to the Throne by 
one of the Censors denouncing the opening of 
the Kaiping coal-mines ag being detrimenta! to 
the Feng shui of the place, and in particular as 
interfering with the repose of the imperial 
tombs, and that in consequence of the repre- 
sentations thus made an edict has been issued 
temporarily suspending the works in progress, 
and calling upon Li Hung Chang to show cause 
wby the mines should not be closed 
altogether, Neither the memorial nor 
the edict has been published so far, so we do not 
know the exact state of affairs; but this much 
is certain, that an active struggle is going on 
between the party of progress and the party of 
reaction, and that Upon its issue depends the 
fate of industrial enterterprise in this country 
for some time to come. 

We are so little acauainted with what goes 
on behind the scenes in Chinese official life that 
it is impossible to how mucn of this opposi- 
tion is disinterested and bow much personal. 
The ostensibie objection is that the manes of 
the lately departed Empress have been dis- 
turbed by the subterranean mining, in conse- 
quence of which there has been an unusual 
amount of sickness among those living in the 
imperial Palace. One need not suppose 
that this is mere Meigen In a coun- 
try where the highest lals every year 
report to the throne as matters of State moment 
the supernatural intervention of the spirit of 
some descea worthy, whereby an inundation, 
or flood, or other catastrophe was averted in the 
supreme moment of despair, and where such 
reports are unhesttatingly believed and respond- 
ed to by the bestowal of some mark of imperial 
favor, it will not be surprism that the allegu- 
tions of the memorialists should find ready cre- 
dence. It is common belief that the benign 
influeaces of Nature circulate in some mysteri- 
ous way under the earth, and it requires no 
great stretch of imagination te suppose that 
the tunneling necessary in — mining 
must seriously interfere with their free 
operation, and, the currents being broken. 
the repose of departed spirits is endangered, and 
these again avenge themselves upon the living 
by sending sickness and death. The imperial 
mausolea are distant, it is true, some sixty 
miles, but who shail say that the malignant in- 
fluences do not reach sofar? If the surviving 
Empress is at all of a superstitious turn of 
mind it may take a great deal of argument to 
allay her fears. But the real object, it is gen- 
erally believed, is to aim a biow at Li Hung 
Chang and his schemes of improvement, and if 
that is so it must be admitted that his enemies 
have skilifully chosen the time and manner of 
attack. By getting an edict directing him 
to reply to the memorial they have suc- 
eeeded in placing bim in a most invidi- 
ous ition. As he cannot deny 
existence of Feng Shui without the risk of being 
laughed at he must seem indifferent to the spirit 
of his late sovereign or abandon his favorit 
scheme. Either way he loses ground. If the 
mines should be ordered to be closed even tem- 
porarily be loses credit with his countrymen; if 
be maintains that the imperial tombs are unaf- 
fected he may be accu of disloyalty by those 
who choose to hold the opposit opinion. In either 
case the cause of progress will have received a 
blow from which it will take years to recover. 
But, on the other hand,should he succeed in get- 
ting an edict indorsing his views and supporting 
his plans he will be on a firmer footing than 
ever. Weawait the result with interest.

BACK TO LIFE. 


How the Apparently Drowned Can Be 
Resuscitated—Modern and Ancient 
Methods of Treating Drowning Cases 
Contrasted, 


New York Madl. 

When a boy is nearly drowned, and is fished 
out within five or ten minutes, the fish-market 
men, the fishing sailors, and the spectators usu- 
ally put an end to what little life is left in bim 
by rolling him on a barrel. A good many street 
boys have vitality enough to stand ten minutes’ 
deprivation of air, but nothing sbort of a bronze 
statue could live through five minutes’ rolling 
over a barrel. Because this silly barrel-roiling 
system was the standard cure for drowning 100 
years ago, we stick to it yet. It is 
supposed to be the sure way of bring- 
ing an almost drowned person back 
to life and respiration, when it is, in „ the 
surest method of driving out what little life is 
left, and of sending a boy into the next worid 
with hisskin torn full nail-holes. When a 
drowning person is fished out ot the water any- 
where about New York, he is sure to be sur- 
rvuunded by a crowd. Half the spectators im- 
mediately begin to shout for a and the 
other halt cry for brandy. As neither balf usu- 
ally stirs to procure either barrel or brandy, the 

atient is generally dead before any assistance 

given him. If people only knew how eusy it 
is to restore an apparently drowued person who 
bas not been in the water more than five or ten 
minutes, and how often a 
brought back to life whose 
filled witn water for nearly halt an hour, we 
should lose fewer lives by drowning in this 
island city. 

A reporter forthe Mad and Erpress was walk - 
ing in the vicinity of the Fulton Ferry a few 
days ago, in the company of one of the officers 
attached to the life-sav service.

Half a dozen market men and fishermen st 
by, suying that the boy was dead and that that 
wus all there was of it. The life-saving officer 
sprung aboard the nearest schooner, was 
jinmedintely stopped by a policeman who was on 
guard—for the boy been out of the water 
tor some time.

but be sure, in doing it, always to have bis feet 
bigber than bis head.

I should have 
breathed into his lungs to start them up. I 


should not have given him up, at any rate, with 


less than half an hour's treatment. That is the 
usual Life-Saving Service method for restoring 
apparently drowned persons.

the Common Counell has agreed to report 
favorably Ald. Cullerton’s ordinance, which 
authorizes the raising of one-story cottages 
and the putting under them of six-fvot 
wooden basements.

mittee. This proceeding was directly con- 
nected with that of selecting delegates to 
represent the Republicans of the State in the 
National Republican Convention. It is un- 
necessary to repeat the history of that dis- 
turbance and of its angry and threatening 
discussions. For peace, harmony, and gen- 
eral success, while the mode of selection of 
delegates was reversed by thie National Con- 
vention, those in the State who were actual- 
ly aggrieved submitted to the selection of the 
State Committee, and there was but one 
State party organization. 

The recent State Convention in appoint 
ing a State committee agreed to bury all 
questions of the past, and in selecting a new 
one adopted an entirely satisfactory imemn- 
bership. In the past there was much per- 
sonal controversy, and it was agreed that 
this should be also buried, and that when 
the proceedings were not unanimous they 
should be made so by the simple avoidance 
of all controversy, and by the easy process 
of the voluntary withdrawal of all points of 
personal disturbance. The Chairman of this 
committee has an arduous and at times seri- 
ous labor to perform. The office has at times 
important political duties requiring abil- 
ity, industry, and much tact. The Chairman 
has to rule with firmness but also with jus- 
tice, fairness, and diseretion, and he can 
only do this by possessing the full confidence 
ot his associates and enjoying their hearty 
cobperation. 

The committee meets in this city today, 
and its first business will be to elect a Chair- 
man. While this office is not in any sense 
a personal one, and while the election of A 
is in no sense a personal triumph over B, or 
over other members of the alfabet, the clec- 
tion should not be made such, nor should the 


defeat of any person be so advocated or so 


regarded. What is needed is union and 
harmony. Lf possible, the selection of Chair- 
man should be the spontaneous act of the 
whole committee. The committee should be 
the organ of the party, and not of anything 
less than the party. The committee should 
not have a Chairman who is personally ob- 
jectionable tO"any portion of the party, nor 
to any portion of the committee. His elec- 
tion should not have the effect of making it 
A’s committee ner B's committee. That 
Chairman should be elected who can com- 
mand the hearty codperation of all the mem- 
bers, and should not be such a one as will 
cause the minority to abandon active service 
in the committee, and to say, “Let him run 
the machine himself.“ The contest this 
year will be of a character that will require 
all the union and harmony that can possibly 
be secured. It will be a great mistake to di- 
vide the party in the State by the selection as 
Chairman of some member who is known to 
be personally distasteful to a large portion 
of the party in the State, and toa large part 
of the committee. Thereis no man eligible 
to the Chairmanship who needs election to 
that office as a vindication.’’ The past is 
buried, and can best be kept under ground 
and out of sight and out of memory by 
simply avoiding its revival upon the plea that 
“a vindication”’ is needed. Such a vindi- 
cation is not needed when no one accuses; 
the questions and interests at stake concern 
the party and not any individual, and the 
best vindication is that of the party which 
can present a united and harmonious com- 
mittee, every member of which will yield to 
the general peace all his personal hopes and 
pretensions. 

Let the committee, then, when it meets this 
morning begin the campaign by conquering 
all prejudices and preferences, and all at- 
tempts for this or that man. Whenever it is 
known that any person will be objectionable 
to any part of the committee or of the party, 
let there be a hearty and unanimous resolve 
that that man ought not to be made Chair- 
man. indeed, no person who has reason to 
believe that his election as Chairman would 
not be acceptable to the whole party ought 
to accept the place, no matter how strongly 
it may be pressed on him. With a harmoni- 
ous committee organized to carry on the 
cainpaign against the opposition, ana not to 
punish friends within the party, but entirely 
free from such a spirit, the party in the State 
will be able to perpetuate its majority and se- 
cure its ascendency.

The exclusive right to the use of this name 
has been asserted by the Collins Company 
and enforced persistently by numerous suits, 
allof which have been sustained by the 
courts. ‘Twenty-three sults of this kind were 
instituted against English manufacturers for 
branding their products with imitations of 
the real brands, and a German manufacturer 
was punish for flaoding the West India 
market with tools marked Gobbins.& Co.“ 
But as recently as 1879 the Collins Company 
were informed that the Oliver Ames & Sons 
Company, of Massachusetts, the largest and 
oldest shovel manufacturers of the eountry, 
were making for sale in foreign marketsa 
shovel which they stampei “ Collins & Co,” 
‘Warranted and manufactured by Collins & 
Co.” The word Ames did not appear on 
the shovels. The Collins Company was then 
purchasing shovel-handlesof the Ames Com- 
pany, for shovels of its own make, and when it 
notified the Ames Compaty to discontinue 
the use of the mark Collins was astonished 
to learn that the Ames Company bad been 
using that mark for twenty-five years, bit 
chiefly upon shovels, while the Collins Com- 
pany principally used the brand on its axes. 
A New York paper states that during the 
trial it appeared: 


That the Ames Company had carefully con- 
cealed their use of the Collins brand from the 
knowledge of the Collins Company, which re- 
mained in ignorance of the infringement, in- 
credible as it may seem, for 4 period of twenty- 
three years. The Ames shovels were packed ut 
the tactory 80 that the mark could not be seen, 
and the packages Were exported unopened. 
None were sold for use iu the United States. It 
also 4 — that, although over 600,000 of the 
shoveis bearing the Collins mark had been sold 
by the Ames Company, they had never listed 
this implement in their catalog. 

The way in which the Ames Company Urst 
came to use the Collins mark was somewhat 
peculiar. In 1849 the tools of the Collins Com- 
papy were much sought after by the 
miners of the Pacific coast, and when the 
roid-seekers went to Australia, during the 
mining excitement of 1851 and the following 
years, they took with them the bigh reputation 
of these implements. In 1856 an order for a sup- 
ply of Collins shovels was forwarded to Ameér- 
ica, and was sent by the dedier who received it 
to the Ames Company. The Collins Company 
claimed that this order was meunt for them: 
but the Ames Company fillea it with their own 
manufactures, using the Collins mark. The 
shovels were shipped to Australia, and ever 
since tuen the Ames Company have had an ex- 
tensive foreign trade in these implements. 


The court granted a permanent injunction 
against the Ames Company, with directions 
for an accounting for damages. It is rare 
that even so notorious a fraud has been so 
successfully carried on during so many 
years. During these many years the Collins 
Company has been injured by the sale under 
its brand of an inferior quality of goods, 
and the circumstances seem to indicate that 
the fraud was practiced! deliberately, and 
with every effort to keep it secret. ‘The pen- 
alty in all probability will equal all the profit 
which has followed the proceedings. 
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ASSOCIATION MEMBERSHIPS AS PROP- 


ERTY. 

Considerable surprise and some disagree- 
able apprehensions were dccasioned in Chi- 
cago sometime ago by the announcement 
that a local court had held memberships of 
the Board of Trade to be property, and sub- 


ject to atigchment, execution, and sale for. 


debts. It had been generally assumed that 
such a membership was merely an instru- 
ment of trade, serving the commission man 
as a plane, a chisel, or some other tool serves 
a mechanic, and that on this account it was 
exempt from execution, ‘There has been a 
good deal of confidence among those who 
are interested that the Supreme Court will 
set aside the decision of the lower court, but 
information naw comes that the Court of Ap. 
pealsin New York has taken substantially the 
same ground with regard to a scat in the New 
York Cotton Exchange. The owner had 
borrowed money, made a hote, and assigned 
the seat as collateral. He became involved 
and was sued by other creditors; a Receiver 
was appointed, who offered to pay this par- 
ticular note, and demandet the surrender! of 
the certificate of membership for the benefit 
of the creditors. The court has sustained 
this demand, deciding that the membership 
is property, has a market value, is salable 
and transferable, and hence may be attached 
by creditors. 

If this rule of law is tobe enforced it will 
be found far-reaching in its effect and in- 
volve a good deal gf hardship. A member- 


ship in a mereantile, commercial, or finan- 


cial association is in the nature of a personal 
privilege. It corresponds in many respects 
to ateacher’s certificate, aphysician’s license, 
and a mechanic’s implements, which are al- 
most universally exempt from taxation and 
execution. It is the implement which en- 
ables the owner to perform certain labor 


which brings him his living. If misfortune 


in business still leaves him this imple- 


ment he may resume his business and earn 
nis living in the same purguit to which he has 
| schooled himself; but if he is to lose his one 


essential implement whenever his creditors 


| see fit to clamp down upon it, then he is in 
| danger of being thrown helpless upon the 


world and being compelled to seek some 
other means of livelihood. Moreover, if a 


owed his good fortune to this fact possibly 
as much as to any other. It must be said, 
however, that he has special qualifications 
for the place. He has hada long diplomatic 
experience, having served for many years as 
Secretary of Legation at Paris, and after- 
wards as Assistant Secretary of State under 
Mr. Blaine. It is highly desirable that there 
should be some members of Congress 
who have graduated from the diplomatic 
service. Not only in the debates on the 
Consular and Diplomatie bill, but in all dis- 
cussions relating to questions of foreign 
policy the usefulness of such members 
speedily appears. Their training disposes 
them to take conservative views of questions 
of this nature, for they know how great in- 
jury may be done by a rash and bragging 
spirit, and how far the interests of the coun- 
try may be promoted bya firm and consist- 
ent policy. Mr. Hitt, it may be presumed, 
sympathized with the vigorous foreign pol- 
icy that Mr. Blaine had outlined and partly 
executed, So far as his nomination was 
affected by considerations of this nature, if 
at all, if may be deemed equivalent to a vote 
of confidence in the administration of the 
State Department under Mr. Blaine. But 
we are not sure that it has any such sign 
cance. Mr. Hitt was nominated probably 
because he was the most available“ candi- 
date—not only because he was a native of 
Ogle County, but because his long experi- 
ence in public life and his personal charac- 
ter gave assurance that he would represent 
the district in Congress worthily. 

The nomination of Mr. Hitt completes the 
preliminary canvass in six of the Republican 
districts of the State. Mr. Ellwood has been 
nominated to succeed Sherwin in the Fifth 
District, which has a very large Republican 
majority. Mr. Cannon has been nominated 
by acclamation to succeed himself in the 
Champaign district; Capt. Rowell is the 
Republican candidate in the new Blooming: 
ton district. Gen. Kueffner has been chosen 
by the Republicans to make the fight against 
Morrison in the Alton and Belleville dis- 
trict; and Capt. Thomas has been nominated 
for re@lection in the Cairo district. The 
only other country Republican district in 
which there is likely to bea heated contest 
for the nomination is the new Rock Island 
district, embracing also McDonough, Han- 
cock, and Warren Counties. Mr. Marsh is 
me incumbent, and Warden McClaughrey is 
his chief competitor. It is probable that all 
the Republican nominations for Congress, 
except in the city districts, will be made ina 
few weeks, and that no bitter feelings will 
be excited by any of them.

THE SUNDAY ISSUE IN MILWAUKEE. 

The revival of the Sunday issue in Mil- 
waukee can only be regarded as a misfort- 
une. Both sides of the controversy will have 
reason to deprecate it unless it shall be 
dropped at once. It was begun by the circu- 
lation of a petition for closing the theatres on 
Sunday which received the signatures of a 
number of the leading merchants. This 
brought out the resentment of the Germans, 
and the brewers have announced a system of 
„ boyeotting,’’ which they ask shall be en- 
forced against the merchants who joined in 
the petition. Thus the controversy takes an 
ugly shape from the very beginning. 

The Sunday question is the most difficult 
problem which large cities have to deal with. 
It may be conceded that the traditional 
American sentiment is in favor of a strict 
observance of the day as one of abstinence 
from the usual amusements of the week. 
The Germans, on the contrary, and most of 
the people who come to the United States 
from the Continental countries of Europe 
bring with them the custom of celebrating 
Sunday as a day of amusement. The fairest 
arrangement would be to permit the Ger- 
mans and others of their way of thinking to 
enjoy the day in their fashion, and to re- 
strain the distinctively American amuse, 
ments in deference to the American senti- 
ment. But this seems to be impracticable. 
The Germans are extremely sensitive to 
everything which looks like an encroach- 
menton their personal rights, and are apt 
to construe a movement to close the 
American theatres and variety saloons on 
Sunday asa menace to their own resorts. 
American Sabbatarians are not any more 
reasonable; they would not be content with 
a regulation applying to their own places of 
amusement, but would construe success to 
that extent as an encouragement for “re- 
forming German customs. Extremists are 
not to be controlled. Hence the violent agi- 
tation which almost inevitably grows out of 
every suggestion of the Sunday issue ina 
populous city made up of heterogeneous ele- 
ments, 

If cities like Cineinnati and Milwaukee 
were disposed to profit by the expegience 
of Chicago they would avoid the Sun- 
day issue as much as possible. Chica- 
go was running along without much 
friction in this way until the Sabbatari- 
ans undertook to assert themselves and 
their doctrines as to the foreign popula- 
tion, Before that the American theatres 
were closed and the German theatres were 
open on Sunday. The lower American re- 
sorts, such as billlard-rooms, variety shows, 
concert halls, and that class of public places 
were not permittted to offend the average 
American sense of propriety, but the beer- 
gardens and places of German resort gener- 
ally wereleft free to those who held the lib- 
eral view of Sunday. The Americans 
enjoyed the American Sunday and 
the foreigners the Continental Sunday. But 
the Sabbatarians sought to make the iron- 
bound State law apply to all sections of the 
city and all classes of people, and the result

Meat vs. Bananas. 

It was the constant English boast in other 
years that any Briton fed on beef and ale could 
thrash any three frog-eating Frenchmen in a 
fair fight, and recent experiences in New York 
go tar to vindicate the claims of the supporters 
of a generous meat diet. For some weeks back 
there has teen a strike of the freight hands at 
that city. The men asked for an increase of 
wages, which the companies refused. The men 
quit work, and the rallroads have been employ- 
ing green hands, mostly Italians and Russian 
Jews, fresh from their old homes, The 
labor is peculiar in its way. It takes con- 
siderable dexterity, and also much physical 
strength. It was believed by the ral 
roads that, while the new hands would 
be inefficient at first on account of their inex- 
pertness, they would soon pick up the necessary 
skill, and be as good as the old employés. This, 
bowever, it is said, turns out to be a mistake, 
because it appears they have aot the necessary 
strength, the cause assigned being their diet. 
The food of these Russian Jews and Italians, it 
is said, is extraordinarily simple, a piece 
of biack bread with some water and a banana or 
two making a full meal. Sometimes they use 
beer, cheese, and crackers, but rarely either 
meat or potatoes. As a result, they have not 
the muscie of the meat and potato eating Irish 
and Germans who have been doing the work; 
they are listless in their movements, bave no 
stamina, and soon break down. . 

One cause of their seemingly abstemious diet, 
especially of the Italians, probably is the fact 
that they come from hot countries, where less 
food ia required than in this climate, and also 
that they have not been accustomed to the 
physical exertion now demanded of them here, 
and consequently have not been inthe habit of 
eating the quantity and quality of food re- 
quired to meet the waste of tissue whieh hard 
work causes. The food of the Italiau peasant 
consists of little beyond fruits and simpie prep- 
arations of wheat and corn. Meat is something 
of which he knows little. The labor which he 
performs is generally slight, viewed from an 
American standpoint, and he is, con- 
seguentiy, able to tolerate existence on 
what would bere be starvation. Of 
the Russian Jews who are coming to this 
country the same thing is generally true. None 
of them have been accustomed to hard work at 
home, and consequently are unable to stand it 
here. It is probable, however, that as soon as 
they learn u little of the language and become 
familiar with the manners and customs of the 
people they will change their way of living as 
far as eating is concerped, and make it conform 
toours. The main reason, probably, why the 
lrish become at once meat-eaters to an extent 
unknown among emigrants who do not speak 
English is their familiarity with our language 
and the fact that they learn more quickly What 
it is that Americans eat. Among the articles of 
food used by these Italians, and spoken of 
disparagingly by the New York paper 
which relates this inability of the 
green bands to do this heavy railroad work, 
is cheese. That, however, is by no means innu- 
tritious. It is one of the completest and most 
perfect articles of food that we have, and, with 
very littie added to it, makes just as good flesh, 
and muscle, and bone as meat does. But, leav- 
ing this on one side, there is no doubt that the 
amount ot labor exacted from employésin this 
country, physical and mental, is greater than in 
almost any other, and an attempt to perform it 
without the use of brain, nerve, and muscle 
making food will resuit in the break-down of 
the experimenter. 


Tun steamer Pilgrim, which was launched 
at the shipyard of John Roach & Sons, at Ches- 
ter, Pa., on the Mth inst., is the largest iron 
side- wheel steamer ever built. She is intended 
to run between New York and Fall River, and, 
like all the Sound steamers, has been built with 
a view to both great speed and large accommo- 
dations. She is 400 teet long over all, and the 
width of beam over guards is 88% feet. The 
depth of hold is 17% feet, and the tonnage is 
3,600 tons. The passenger capacity will be 
larger than that of any other steamer of the 
Fall River line. One of the peculiarities of the 
Pilgrim is that she has two complete iron bulls, 
one outside the other, and there are eighty-four 
watertight compartments. There are three decks 
and 253 staterooms, with accommodations for 
600 passengers. The engine, which is be- 
ing built at the Morgan fron Works, 
in New York, by John Roach & Sons, 
is the largest that has ever been built. It 
is intended to develop 6,000-horse power, with a 
capacity of 8,000if necessary, which is more 
than has ever been obtained from a single cyl- 
inder. The shafts will be the largest ever 
iorged, being forty feet long and weighing forty- 
two this each. Their material was selected 
with great care, and consists of borse-shows, 
washers, and boiler-piate cut small. The cylina- 
der is perfectly enormous, being 110 inches in 
diameter, and witha stroke of fourteen feet. 
The pistou- rod isa foot in diameter. Twelve 
steel boilers, arranged in sets of four each, fur- 
nish the motive power. and are of a very pe- 
culiar pattern, but one which has been teund 
valuable. The entire cost of the Pilgrim when 
finished will be about $1,000,000, of which $700,- 


000 is estimated to be the value of the material |

FRANCE AND ENGLAND A0 n. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times says: 
“The idea of the renewal of the close co- 
operation of France with England has now 
forced itself upon the French Government, 
The Cabinet Council adopted a resolution to 
this effet. The resolution is conditional on 
three things—viz,: Turkey's reply to the 
identical note of the Powers inviting the 
Porte to send troops to Eaypt, the decision 
of the conference, and the sanction of Parlla- 
ment. Subject to these conditions, the two 
Governments are now entirely agreed in re- 
gard to the terms upon which their forces 
will undertake to restore order in Egypt.“ 

TAFFY FOR THE. YANKEES. 

The leading article In the Morning Post 
says: The behavior of the American Ad- 
wiral and his men at Alexandria is beyond 
all praise. Amid the diplomatic protests, 
European concerts and conferences, and na- 
val d@monstrations of imbecility, it is re- 
freshing to find a commander who is able 
and wiiling on his own account to say what 
he thinks and do what he says. Sixty ma- 
rines physically sperking could not do much, 
but there is a way of giving support which 
quadruples its value- The conduct of the 
Americans during the night of the alarm that 
Arabi Pasha was coming contrasts remarka- 
bly with that of the French and Italians.” 

IN THE CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES 
at Paris today debate began on the Egyp- 
tian question. 

De Freycinet said that he recognized the 
existence lu Egypt of aspirations which must 
be taken account of, and a nascent nationall- 
ty for which Europe must show solicitude, 
It was necessary to restore order, but at the 
Same time to see whether the institutions of 
the country ought not to be modified. De 
Freycinet said he considered that armed in- 
tervention which a few weeks ago was not 
justified had become,mpurative since the oc- 
currences in Alexatitiria lu which. French 
subjects had been molested and uiassacred. 
This state ot things, he declared, constituted 
for France aright to intervene. In view of the 
present state ot affairs, however, a prudent 
Government must endeavor to act with 
Europe. The English alliance, he said, had 
never been shaken, but France had wished 
slinultaneously to appeal to European econ- 
cert. England had taken the initiative in 
having recourse to European concert. France 
at once acceded, De Freycinet continued: 
* Turkishjtroops will intervene under author- 
ity the. Khedive, without entering into 
the internal affairs of Egypt. If Turkey 
refuses, we shall probably receive a mandate 
from Europe to intervene, but shall 
only accept on condition of its being well 
detined. The Suez Canal cannot cease to be 
free, even if France must be one of the Pow- 
ers who willhave to protect it. But even in 
regard to the canal France desires to submit 
the question to the conference while reserv- 
ing liberty of action. An understanding in 
this sense was concluded yesterday with En- 
gland. The English alliance and European 
concert have been the points kept In view 
throughout by France. 

Gambetta spoke iu approval of De Freyci- 
net’s course in adhering to the alliance with 
England. but said he considered the 
credits demanded insufficient. lie cen- 
sured the Cabinet tor accepting 
Turkish intervention, and asked it 
it was possible to guarantee that the Turks 
would not enter into eollusion with the 
Egyptians. He coneluded by declaring he 
and his friends would vote for the grant in 
order to rescue Egypt from Mussulman fa- 
naticism. 

The debate was adjourned till tomorrow. 

IN THE CABLNET. 

De Freycinet informed the Cabinet Council 
that France and England had agreed upon 
the necessity of the occupation of the canal 
for three months, but this convention would 
not be carried out until the conference de- 
cided thereon. 

IN THE COMMONS 
today Sir Charles Dilke, Under Foreign Sec- 
retary, said the identical note addressed by 
the Powers to the Porte is still unanswered. 

Campell Bannerman, Financial Secretary 
for the War Office, says the Government en- 
tirely approved the conduct of Admiral 
Seymour. 

Drummond Wolff moved an adjournment 
of the House, and dwelt on the misleading 
character of the Government’s replies. He 
belleved Admiral Seymour did not land the 
marines June 11, the date of the massacre, 
because ordered not to, and the Government 
remained inactive in order to allow Arabi 
Pasha to gather strength. 

Gladstone said he took full responsibility 
for Admiral Seymour’saction. The instruc- 
tions to the land force at Alexandria were 
conditional, and it did not appear to him 
necessary to do so. 

Northcote thought the question of Drum- 
mond Wolff relative to Admiral Seymour’s 
authority to land troops very natural, in 
view of the grave events at Alexandria. 

Gladstone said no instructions had been 
given Admiral Seymour bearing on the point 
raised subsequent to May 15.

THE HANSOM CAB, 


And the Inventor of It, Who Has Re- 
eently Died ia London. 

Apropos of the death of M. J. R. Hansem, the 
London Daily News of July 3 says: It is proba- 
bie that not a very large percentage of the 
millions of people who have ridden in bansoms 
knew that the author of that vehicle was an 
architect, or indeed that be was a living indi- 
vidual being at ull; yet the hansom cab was by 
no means its eponym’s only title to fame. Mr. 
Hansom was not an inventor who was driven to 
invent because his profession bad left him, or 
because he had left his profession. Among the 
tolerably numerous works which (chiefiy for the 
Roman Catholic body, of which he was a mem- 
ber) he erected the great chapel! overiooking sea 
and land at Arundel in a = fashion 
not unworthy of its older and more ven- 
erable neighbors, the castle and the church 
proper, is likely to dwell in the memory of those 
who have seen it. But it is probabie that the 
hansom is his real monument, and it certainly 
testities both in design and by the results of a 
generation of use to a considerable faculty on 
the part ot its creator. In all the years that it 
has been in existence no modification of aay im- 
portance has taken piace in it, structuraily 
speaking. Ithus been made more roomy and 
more comfortable; especially with regurd to 
the knees and hats of those who haunt it, Sonie- 
times,in the country chiefly, various experi- 
ents wave beeu tried with its weakest en 
the devices fur letting in buman beings an 
keeping out bad weather. Sometimes an ungle- 
shaped face has been put on it with a complete 
door like that of au Ordinary carriage at cach 
side: sometimes windows fastening back at the 
side dave been substituted for the guillotine 
arrangement which too frequently brings 
grist to Messrs, Lincoln and benuett's 
mill, and still more frequently admits 
a feaftul draught * the hinges. 
These, however, are details mérely supplement- 
ary to the general plan. In that plan Mr. Hausom 
had bardly auy pre&éxiwsting models to guide him, 
and the mere fuct already mentioned that many 
years’ use have intréduced no important moditi- 
cation In it speaks very highly for his idea. 
There is, moreover, no doubt t except with 
the luckless professional satirigte, who are 
bound to combine wit with an +t gph ts pub- 
lie spirit, and thus to gird painfully at everything 
that is, hansomis are decidedly popular. They 
are not stulfy; they do net hide the streets and 


the streets’ life from the traveler; they are free 


from the intolerable joiting and the more ia- 
tolerable din of all four-wheeled vebicies which 
are not very carefully nung; they ure pretty 
tust, decidediy safe (for an upset bansom is a 
rare thing, and we bave known one to take a 
fence of some bight and come down all right), 
aud the most penurious person cannot say that 
their legul fares are excessive. 

Mr. Browning vance wrote a poem on nation- 
ality in drinks; a determined plagiari3st might 
do worse than write one on nationality in ve- 
hicles. It is certain that most European capi- 
tals have something of a distinct character in 
their hackney carringes, and it is equally certain 
that the hansom isthe London vehicle pur ex- 
cellence. It is true that it now exists in most 
English country towns of some size, but it was 
some time in making its wry thither, Oxford be- 
ing, if we mistake not, almost alone in its 
session of extra metropolitan bansoms for some 
years. At the same time that the hansom has 
established itseif in Loudon, it seems, like some 
wild animals, to bave driven every other back- 
ney carriage, except the nondescript vebicie 
whose boliday name is Clarence, from the 
streets. How often bave traveling Britons re- 
turning from the arms of the Victorias of Paris 
and other Continental cities, or even fromm the 
very tolerably comfortable ano presentable open 
carriages of some English country towns, 
groaned over the absence of apything similar 
in London? Probably many millions of times, 
yet no one has ever stepped in to 
supply the want. A growler or a han- 
som, a hanpsom or a growler, this is the 
alternative which lies before any one 
who does not solemnly address bimself toa 
livery-stable or pluck 11 courage to outra 
the feelings of cabmen by engaging one ot the 
comparatively new omnibuskins from the ra- 
way stations. It is very curious, too, to notice 
that these two occupants of the modern stand 
replace two not altogetber dissimilar ancestors. 
The ciarence is to the old backney coach (except 
in size and number of steeds) very much as the 
hunsom is to the vehicle known to the readers 
of * Pickwick as the cabriolly. The cabriolet, 
whatever its merits, could not pretend to that 
title or ‘safety’ which not improperiy belongs 
to its successor. Its very name was an awful 
warning, suggesting the irreguiar fasbion in 
vehich it bounded about. Everybody knows the 
Freneb King’s rewark (supposed generuily to be 
pathetic, but suggestive ratber of idiocy or im- 
pudence on the part of the speaker): If 1 were 
Lieutenant ot Police I would put down tbose 
cabrioiets.. They must, at least iu that form of 
them which bad the perch at the side, have been 
very Ugly; they were certainly not very safe 
either for those insidé or those outside of them. 
But, as described by the autnorities, they must 
witb equal certainty have been a great relief from 
the backney coach with its indescribable dilapi- 
dation, its ingrained smeliof the stable, and its 
other woes. As Mr. Hansom was a man of 
nearly 8) 1 he died, he must have becn ac- 
quainted ply with these public nuisances in 
bis youth, and personal suiferings may u ve 
quickened his inventive facuities, We have 
not the least wish that Nature should break his 
mold. The four-wbeeled cab awuits an improver 
(nobody could well make it worse), and it is still 
possibile to hope against hope that some variety 
ef open or openable carriage which win hold 
mere than two people and which will be pre- 
sentable and comfortable may be added to the 
list of vehicles available at a moment's notice 
in Loudon. But of such vebicies at present there 
is no doubt that the bansom is by far the most 
desirable, though itis only meant for two, and 
that its inventor was not the least of the benefuac- 
tors of the English world. Droschkies, corricoios, 
cars, buggies, scores of other vehicies bad ail 
been tried by Englishmen abroad, and might, if 
they would bave been suited, bave been trans- 
planted to London. But the * London particu- 
lar’ in eabs remained to be invented, and Mr. 
Huusom invented it.“ 


A SON’S REVENGE. 


Killing of Dr. Keys by the Son of a 
Man Whom Me Nad Kliited. 
Special to St. Louts Republican. 

HRICHMOND, Mo., July 17.—Ray County came to 
the front today with another sensation. A son 
avenged bis tather's death by shooting dead on 
the same spot tne man who two years ago had 
without provocation murdered nis parent.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 


Present Condition of This Great Water- 
way and the Increase of Facilitics 
Needed. 

Caro Letter to London Times. 

I was glad to see how much of the banks are 
now cased with stone. Trees grow witb difficul- 
ty in the sand, and their roots suffer from the 
salt water. A sandy bank is carried by the wasn 
of the steamers into tne deep-water channel. 
But this stone casing resists the wash, and when 
it is complete the company will be able to in- 
crease without danger their regulation speed. 
We met with no obstacle for two hours. lu this 
great highway of nations we saw no life save 
the wild marsh birds, and the waste of water 
stretching away to the yellow desert. There are 
gures or passing places every few miles, where 
the deep waterway is widened from twenty-four 
to Utty yards and sometimes more, and a sig- 
nalman system sto or allows to pass the 
ships according as next run is free or o- 
cupied. We the first gare successfully, 
but at the second the ball was hoisted above 
the flag, which, in capal gy means “go 
iusto the sidmg.“ Nothing came by before sun- 
set, when all traffic ceases, and we lay in the 
quiet moonlight with every intention to proceed 
at sunrise.

It 
was a grand way of realizing the work of the 
canal. Nineteen vessels went by, averaging 
our Captain told me, 1,500 tens burden.

A WICKED WOMAN 


Who Wrongs Her Husband, and Then 
Appears as the Defender of His Mur- 
derer. . 


Special to Cincinnati Enqutrer. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 17.—Jackson MecCar- 
ter, 47 years of age, living at No.1 Martindale 
place, a court running from the south of Spring 
Garden street, below Fifteenth, died this morn- 
ing at 4o’clock from the result of injuries re- 
ceived, according to his deposition, from John 
L. Boyd, 26 years of age, an operative in the shoe 
manufactory of John Mundell & Co., Thirteenth 
and Cherry streets. 

About five years ago McCarter, the dead man. 
married a young Scotch woman, who, as far as 
her education and natural intelligence were 


concerned, was much bis superior. The woman 
was twenty years younger than her bus 

and, although McCarter is spoken of as being a 
kind and considerate husband, they did not live 
happily together, for Mrs. McCarter, in her ae 
wus un amvitious woman, and found the humble 
mode of life ted by ber husband objectionabie. 
A year ago her married sister, 
Owens, came to this city from Louisville, ber 
husvand remaining there, and since that time 
Mrs. Owens has been living with the -McCarters, 
in Martindale piace. 

Mrs. Owen introduced Boyd, the alleged boini- 
cide, to her sister, and the two became very in- 
timate. Boyd is a Scotchman. Soon after the 
acguaintance was formed be became a momber 
of the Martindale piace household, although it 
is suid be did not pay any board. A tlerce jeal- 
ousy wa between McCar and the young 
man, but Boyd got the better of the disputes. 
Several times, the neighbors state, Boyd drove 
McCarter out of bis own douse and assaulted 
him on the pavewent. Through the agency of 
Mrs. McCarter a reconciliution always followed 
these disturbances, and Boyd continued to live 
in the Injured busband's hepse until about six 
weeks ago, when McCarter determined that he 
would po longer submit to bis presenee. 

Une evening, a few days atter Boyd's ejection, 
Mr. and Mrs. MeCarter were walking ov Fir- 
teenth street above Spring Garden, n Boyd

MILWAUKEE WHEAT. 


The Bears Again Had Everything 
Pretty Much Their Own Way Yester- 
day~—Avnother Decline. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July.18.—This has been an- 
other exciting day in the wheat market here, 
there having been more of a drop in prices than 
yesterday. The market opened with a little 
improvement bothin prices and tone, but it 
took but a few moments for the bears to start 
another downward movement, and August 
wheat soon touched $1.054%—a decline of five and 
one-haif cents from the opening figure of the 
day. In July wheat there was some trading 
early in the day at $1.22, but subse- 
quent sales were made at $1.20%. Septem- 
ber -wheat opened tame at $1.06%, but 

a little later sold at $1.04%. In the 

afternoon the market showed a steadier tone. 

At the start August options sold at $1.06 and 

September options at $1.04. Subsequent sales 

of the tormer were effected at $1.05',, and of the 

latter at $1.08%. There was no trading in July 
or cash receipts, leaving prices for both nominal 
at $1.21. August wheat closed at $1.06 and Sep- 
tember at $1.04. There was during the entire 
day the same uncertain feeling noticeable which 
seemed to control speculators yesterday. There 
is, however, a strong inchnation to re- 

ard the decline as the result of manipu- 
ation rather than the legitimate result 
of favorable crop reports. Those who have 
been badly bitten by the decline are very sus- 
picious of every man who has bad the contidence 
to buy, looking upon him as in some way con- 
nected with the alleged manipulation. For this 
reason the day bas beena decidedly unsatis- 
factory one to all dealers in wneat. Tonight the 
bulls express great confidence in the reactive 
movement which seemed to tuke hold of the 
market just before the close today. They as- 
sert that wheat is bound to regain — A all 
that it has lost in the past five days. There have 
been some foolish rumors of possible failures 
set afloat, but all without the basis ot truth. 

Margins have been ponied up in many cases 

with wry faces, but it will take a much greater 

drop than bas yet been geen to knock the bot- 
tom out of any of the speculators bere.

Important Decision by the Supreme 
Court of Iowa Regarding Inter-State 
Trafiic. 

Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Des Mornes, July 4.—The Supreme Court 
yesterday delivered an opinion of interest to 
railroads and shippers in this State and IIIinois. 

In 1875 Carton & Co., of Ackley, shipped by the 

Illinois Central Road 129 car-loads of wheat to 

Chicago, which were billed through at $74 per 

car. In 1876 and 1878 they shipped 120 car-loads 

in the same way and at the same rate. When 
the first shipment was made the lowa Granger 
tariff law was in force, which fixed a much lower 
rate as the maximum which railroads could 
charge. But the grain was shipped at 
rates fixed by the railroad company. 

The plaintiffs brought an action for dam- 

ages tu recover the’ difference between 

the rates allowed 
by the Iowa law, and set up that, the contracts 
of shipment having been entered into in Iowa, 


the laws of Iowa entered into and became a part 


of the contracts, and the statute of lowa fixing 
the rate of transportation governed the rate 
for the entire distance of the shipment; or, in 
other words, to the end and completion of the 
contract. 

The defendants set up that the Iowa statute 
was void as to shipments from lowa to other 
States, because it was in violation of Art. 1. 
Sec. 8, of the Constitution of the United States. 
which gives to Congress exclusive power to con- 
trol inter-State commerce. in the court below 
the trial was to the vourt on agreed facts. Judg- 
ment was rendered to the railroad company, de- 
tendant, for costs, and plaintiff appealed. 

The Supreme Court, following the decisions of 
the United States Supreme Court, beid that it is 
competent for States,in the absence of Con- 
gressional leg:siation, to legislate respecting in- 
ter-State commerce, but such iegislation must 
be local in its application as to bridges, dams, 
yesseis wholly within the State. It cannot apply 
to subjects National in character. States may 
fix reasonable charges for transportation within 
the boundaries of such State, which may inci- 
dentally affect commerce between States, yet 
such laws are not regulations of inter-State 
commerce because of such incidental results. 
if the statute of lowa was a valid enactment, 
then it would enter into and become a part of 
contracts of shipments made under it. The rates 
fixed by it would govern the shipment 
the entire distance. The carrier would be 
bound to perform the contract. But the statute 
of Iowa is an unauthorized regulation of inter- 
State commerce, and Cannot enter into and be- 
come a part of any contract. In the case at bar 
the contract of shipment was an entirety. It 
cannot be severed and made to apply partly to 
the shipment iu lowa and partly to the sbip- 
ment in Illinois. The railroad company bad the 
right to disregard any statute of lowa which 
sought to regulate shipments to points outside 
of that State and to make its own contracts and 
fix its own rates. Having done so, the plaintiffs 
canoot recover under any State law because it“ 
is void and repugnant to the Constitution of the 
United States. 

Judge Beck dissented on the ground that the 
statute of Iowa was not in conflict with any act 
of Congress, for Congress had taken no action 
on the subject, and until Congress does act the 
States are free to legislate upon it, under 
the power vested concurrently in the States and 
National Government. That the constitutiona) 
inhibition was inteuded to prevent the imposé- 
tion of burdens and restricdops on commerce 
by the States. The lowa statute is to promote 
the expedition and cheap transportation of 
property and prevent burdens and impediments 
such as unnecessary y, unreasonable and 
unjust charges, discriminations, etc. Hence it 
is net an encroachment upon the authority of 
the general Goverament. The contract of 
shipment, therefore, baving been entered into 
in this State, it was subject to the laws of this 
State. 

This decision is the first made upon the power 
of the Legisiatare to reguiate tariff rates on 
shipments made out of the State, and settles the 
question, although it is probable the plaintiffs 
Will appéal, relying on the doctrine set up in the 
dissenting opinion of Judge Beck. HAwkrrx.

LONDON GOSSIP. 


The Noted Berkeley Case—Some Recen 
Scandals. 
New York Tribune. 
Lonpon, July 1.—The most festive week of the 
season has concluded with the death of a nobie- 


| man whose name has passed into the history of 


the English Peerage, and, it may be added, its 
romance. Thomas, Earl of Berkeley (pro- 
nounced Barkly), was an Earl who, although his 
claim to his title was established by a decision 
of the House of Lords, would neither assume it 
nor take his seat in the House. It is said that he 
once challenged a man who addressed him by 
his title. What is better ascertained is that he 
was a most estimable gentleman, leading a very 
retired life at Cranford House, near Houaslow, 
and not far from Harlington Corner, once fa- 
mous for feats of pedestrianism. He was a great 
dog-fancier, like others of the Berkeley tamily. 
He refused his title and dignity because his as- 
sumption of them would have reflected upon his 
mother’s honor. However excellent this senti- 
ment, it was, however, entirely mistaken; as, 
against his wish, the whole subject was brought 
before the highest tribunal in the realm. 

The Berkeley are very interesting from the 
fact that they are pefRaps the oldest family in 
the Peerage retaining their original property 
and the castle bearing their name. They are 
also remarkable for the persistency with which 
they have maintained their typeof form and 
feature, which now resembles the old monu- 
mental brasses in Berkeley Chapel. They have 
from old times been “hunters of beaste and of 
men,” as M. Esquiros put ft, and Wefore and 
since the time of Edward II. have demeaned 
themselves ever as bigh and puissant seigneurs. 
One of the most overbearing of them all was the 
late Mr. Grantley Berkeley, but, as “Tom” 
Campbell said of the First Napo eon, “much 
should be forgiven him, for he once caused the 
death of a bookseller.“ It was he who savagely 
thrashed the original Fraser of Fraser’s * 
zine, and fought the duel with Dr. u- 
ginn of witty and joyous memory. ven 
when reduced to a skeleton the great Berkeley 
case is full of meident, both of incident 
and association. The Berkeleys have ever 
chosen their wives without regard for blue 
blood. lf one of the subiime azure-veined ones 
came in their way they married ber. If they 
first encountered a -looking dairy-maid or 
a buxom butcher’s daughter they married her 
just as readily, Like real hunting animais, tho 
seized their prey when and where they could. 
The tifth Bari of Berkeley occasioned the confu- 
sion which bronght about a division of property, 
a double Peerage, and the famous lawsuit previ- 
ously referred to. His sister, it may be men- 
tioned, was marrfed first to the mad Lord 
Craven, and after his death to the Margrave of 
Brandenburg, ospach, and Bayreuth. The 
Margrave and Margravine kept great state at 
Brandenburg House, between Fulham and Ham- 
mersmith, and it was With her that Queen Caro- 
line took refuge when at fead with George IV. 
Readers of old political squibse will recollect 
Hook’s savage lampoon on the unfortunate 
Queen: - 
What saw you at Brandenburg? Hey, madam! Ho,

held to have been illegitimate, the title devolves 
oh his cousin, George Lennox Rawdon Berke- 
ley, who was born in 1827, was tormerly in the 
army, and married Cecilie, the daughter of 
Count Edouard de Melfort, the divorced wite of 
the late Sir Fleetwood Pellen, and bas a son. 
The Melfort family., or Melfort-Drummonds, 
have, only as late as 1 n resto to the 
English Peerage as Earis of Pertb. The estates 
which had, with a Dukedom, been forfeited in 
1846, were restored in 1785. The son of the 
present Earl of Perth and Melfort was a very 
unfortunate young man. Known as Lord 
Forth, be was present in the Crimea, and on one 
occasion behaved with so much irresolution 
that the Sergeant of the Black Watch wagted to 
„take him out and shoot him.” On coming 
home it was said that he was about to devote 
bimself to literature—an announcement which 
provoked the following epigram: 

Lord Forth a literary life would lead. 

All know the saying: “ He who ruus may read.” 

Scandals succeed each other just now more 
swiftly than of old. They ie in fact, be said 
to tread each other's heeis off. The tenantry of 
Lord Sbrewsbury appear to have been servile 
enouꝝ to get up a grand reception to him on his 
arrival at Ingestre with Mrs. Mundy as bis bride.

The 
traders managed to get whisky bere N 
freely; and the Indians would get drunk. * 2 
W. Peck went to Naperville, thinking that was a 
better place, and bought some property there 
but he afterwards came back here, baving foun 
out that Chicago was the best piace after all. 
Ten years after I came the piace had growa 
greatly, but I could not give you any idea of the 
extent of its growth. I do not remember those 
things well now. 

The growth of Uhicago seems like a dream to 
me it hus been sd rapid. From a barren waste 
hus sprung a city which surpasses any otber in 
the worid in some respects, and if you are alive 
fitty years trom this day you will doubtless be in 
the largest city ou this coutinent.

Briefly stated, the facts u the case are as fol- 
lows: In February, 1881, Walter H. Brown, by 
presenting a forged, false, and perjured petition 
to the Governor, procured the organization of 
Douglas County, with himself as one of the 
Comfhissioners. The petition purported to be 
signed by over tifty legal voters of the 
county, when, as a matter of fact, there 
were not twenty settiers theré and none of them 
had signed the petition. Douglas County is 
about seventy-five or 100 miles northwest of 
Yankton, and so far from any consider able 
settlement that the Browh gang were able to 
operate for some time without fear of detection. 

hey procurec from the two printing-ollices 
here about $1,500 or $2,000 worth of blank books, 
stationery, etc.—enough ta last a well settled 
county ten years—and went to work. It is 
fot known how many warrants they manu- 
factured, but they used up two blank warraut 


books. At any rate, I have seen a warrant num- 


bered five hundred and something, and this was 
for $550. As the warrants were usually for large 
amounts the total reputed vajue of all that they 
issued must have been not much short of a quar- 
ter of a million dollars.

About the middle of May the honest settlers of 
Douglas County, to the number of thirty or 
forty, paid a visit to Brownsdaie and informed 
the whole Brown outfit—they did not tind old 
Brown at home—that Dougias County would not 
be large enough to accommodate both them and 
the honest settlers after ten days—siace which 
time the mwen-folks have made themselves 
scarce. 

Meantime, asthe land in Douglas County is 
about the best in the Territory, settiers kept 
pouring in, and the people appealed to Gov. 
Ordway for relief. The Governor submitted all 
the facts in the case to United-States-Attorney 
Campbell, whose advice in the premises was 
sought. 

Judge Campbell wrote Gov. Ordway. a letter on 
the 8th inst., and in the letter, after reviewing 
the evidence, which he takes for granted to be 
undeniabie, he does not hesitate to say and ad- 
vise: ; * 

* That such an organization was nothing more 
thanacriminal conspiracy to defraud, without 
av element of legality in its existence or in any 
of its acts. : | 

“That their [the so-cailed Commissioners] 
acts do not bind the County of Dougias in the 
slightest degree. 

“That their pretended issues of Douglas 
County obligations bave no more legality or 
binding effect on that county than the issues of 
any other band of counterfeiters could have. 

* That all who Bel , alded, assisted, abetted, 
counseled, procured, or advised this conspfracy 
knowingly are criminally liable, and should be 
prosecuted. 

“ That there never was a legal organization of 
Dougias County. 

That it is the duty and in the power of the 
Governor to publicly proclaim these facts; to 
treat the whole 8 organization of 
las County as afarce and a nullity: to organize 
it anew by the appointment do novo of an entire 
Board of County Commissioners, and in eve 
way tosetaside and declare nuil and voida 
acts of the so-called Brown Board of Commis- 
sioners. 

Fraud nuillifies and vitiates 8 
deed. a bond, a decree, a judgment, a law. ow 
much more such ano organization! 

It would be the bight of imbecility and folly 
to treat 80 openly scandalous and frandulent 
a transaction and robvery as having the least 
semblance of legality or authority. 

“The parties to this conspiracy can and 
should be prosecuted in any court where a 
single act in furtherance of their conSpiracy has 
been committed.” 

In view of the above very strong statement, 
and of the urgent necessity for retief, Gov. - 
way has issued a proclamation recalling, revok- 
ing, and.nullifying the commission issued to the 
Brown outht, and declaring all the acts of the 
former r Board of mmissioners null 
and void. The Governor has appointed Charies 
E. Huston, Charles A. Holton, and Ferdinand 
Diesterbaupt Commissioners, and be calis — 
all good ci ns to support the new organiza- 
tion. 

Of course, this wipes out the so-called debt of 
the county, but this cannot be called repudia- 
tion, since the whole affair, from beginning to 
end, was fraudulent. 

It is not known how many warrants are now 
outstanding, but the amount cannot be very 
larwe. Eight thousand doliars’ worth offered and 
sold to Thomas H. Parsons, of Worthington, 
Minn., by Charles T. McCoy, of Bon Home 
— were redeemed by McCoy, who also put 
up collateral for about $7,000 worth sold to J. C. 
Easton, of Lanesboro, Mion. A small amount is 
beld by a St. Paul banking house and a small 
amount io this vicinity. Whether the holders 
will bring suit against the parties who sold them 
the securities, or whether this is the last of this 
famous Douglas County swindle remains @ be 
seen.

Stocks Opened and Closed with 
Slightly Reactionary 
Prices. 


One Million Dollars Shipped in 
Gold to Europe. 


The Produce Markets Active and Very Irreg- 
ular—Provisions Stronger, but Turned 
Down Later. 


Wheat Again Weakenod by Very Large Receipts 
of New Grain—Corn Relatively Firm 
—Oats Strong. 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened with an attack by the small 
traders who were on the bear side, apparently. 
This was succeeded by an active bull market, in 
which gains were made by nearly all active 
stocks. At the close the market declined under 
sales to realize profits. Money was 3 to 4 per» 
cent. Some sales on the short side were chron- 
icied, but the feeling of operators: was decidedly 
in favor of higher prices. Stocks were strong 
in several different directions, and the inde- 
pendence of the upwara movement in the lead- 
ing stocks seemed to show plainly that the 
strength of the market was not due to 
manipulation. While Western Union sold 
down to 87%, and closed at the 
opening price, 88%, Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy advanced from 133% to 135, closing 
at 134X. Illinois advanced from 138 to 139, Lake 
Erie & Western from 37% to 39%, Lackawanna 
from 125% to 130%, and Transcontinental from 
80%, to 83, after selling at 84. At the close prices 
were a fraction lower than the highest, but the 
tone of the market was good. 

One million in gold was shipped to Europe for 
the Italian loan, but the shipment had no effect 
on Wall street prices. 

Some of the leading operators were reported 
to be doing nothing. While believers in higher 
prices, they are looking for a reaction. If it 
doesn't come naturally they will be likely to use 
their power, which is considerable, to produce 
one by artificial means. 

The short interest has been largely increased 
the past two days, especially in Wabash, Louis- 
ville & Nashville, Jersey Central, Delaware & 
Lackawanna, and Reading. 

An experienced New York broker expressed 
the opinion by wire that the market will be much 
better before Friday night. 

At Long Branch West End gagsip continued 
bullish. Mr. David Vows said that according to 
his information corn now promised well every- 
where except in Eastern Lowa and Illinois. It is 
said that a considerabie number of the oid 
Twenty-third street bear party who turned bulls 
a week ago still remain bullish,and say they 
have not sold their stocks. Mr. Travers believes 
in much bigher prices. Sage still thinks there 
should be a smart reaction, bat this may be ow- 


ing to his outstanding calls. Gould's brokers re- 


main builish. Some of the prominent foreign 
houses estimate the investment purchases of 
stocks here for foreign account within the past 
six days as high as 60,000 to 75,000 shares. The 
bears discredit this estimate and further declare 
that there were pronounced heavy realizations by 
the bulis. The most conservative traders on 
the market thought a little reaction now 
would do good, but they did not believe it was 
coming right away. Bearish room-traders re- 
ported Keene sold Denver largeiy and also 
sprinkied the remainder of the list liberally 
with long stocks on Monday. They also said 
that the Germans sold about 8.000 Lake Shore. 
Insiders sold Kansas & Texas and Texas Pa- 
cific. Western Union was for sale constantly, 
and the Seney crowd worked off as much 
Nickel Plate“ as the market would take. It 
was said that Keene's brokers bought consider- 
ably of the latter. On the other hand, the bulls 
said the short interest had again begun to show 
itself in the loan department of the exchange, 
and some stocks were already oversoid. The 
favorit stocks of the latter party were the North- 
ern Pacific, Central Pacific, and Union Pacific, 
Western Union, Texas Pacific, the Wabash 
stocks, and Minnesota & St. Louis. The latter 
has become a favorit speculative card, and.it 
was believed would be stronger on the report 
that an important traffic arrangement bad been 
formed with the Des Moines & Fort Dodge Rail- 
road which would bring in a new and valuable 
business. Vanderbilt is expected in Saratoga 
from Sharon Thursday, when a movement is ex- 
pected in Lake Shore. It is said that Mr. Van- 
derbilt bas recently been buying Central Pacific 
for investmen t. 

Stocks of corn-carrying roads like Rock Is]- 
and, Burlington, and Illinois Central have 
risen with the market not Withstahnding the du- 
bious prospects of corn in Lilinois,

consequences of sible mistakes on the part 
of the pay tae teller! On the other hand, banks 
which continue to certify avoid technical over- 
certification by drawing their own check in fa- 
vor of the depositor and placing it to bis credit. 

Some brokers deposit in one bank their own 
checks on another bank, which are accepted 
without question as to the amount nol their bal- 
ance in the bank drawn upon, and are placed to 
their credit, thus covering the our ‘whieh for- 
meriy would have been certified to them.

We understand that 
some St. Louis wheat is also going to Toledo, 
which gives a doubling up as between those two 
cities. 

The leading produce markets were active yea- 
terday, very much unsettled, and again weak. 


The early feeling was firm all round, a good 


many shorts being filled by parties who looked 
for a reaction from recent weakness, and corn 
was materially higher. But fine weather and 
large receipts were too much for strength in 
grain, and prices gradually declined.

Rye closed 14%@2c lower, at 68X%@69e for 
August, and 69%@70c for September. Barley 
closed nominally at 65c for No. 3 in store, witb 
samples steady. Hogs were firmer at $7.50@4.15 
for light and at $7.50G@8.60 for heavy. Cattle 
were weak, with sales at 83. 00% 7.50. 

There was an unchanged market for staple 
and fancy dry goods. Trade was quiet—its 
normal condition at this stage of the season. 
Nothing new was developed inthe grocery mar- 
ket. Trade was fairly active, and most lines 
were steadily held. Prices of dairy products 
ranged the same as on the previous day, and 
were firm for butter and weak for cheese. The 
demand for dried fruits continues good: and fully 
late prices are being realized. Canned goods 
are also receiving considerable attention. Fish 
were unchanged. Dealers in oils report a fair 
demand and a steady set of prices.

MARY TODD LINCOLN. 


Biographical Sketch, with Some Facts 
Never Before Published, Relating toa 
Long Line of Eminent Ancestors. 

Special to fhe Chieago Tribune 
SPRINGFIELD, III., July 18,—At this time, when 
the death of the widow of Abrabam Lincoln has 
but just become known to the world, and while 

her earthly remains are awaiting sepulture, a 

few facts concerning her ancestry, which it is 

believed bave never before been published, gan- 
not fail to be of interest to the American peo- 
pie. While the press of the country has for 
years fully recorded Mrs. Lincoln's personal his- 
tory and characteristics, comparatively littie has 
been known concerning her family history, and 
it has been generally supposed that she descend- 
ed from an obscure parentage. The facts about 


competent and reliabie authority, will show this 
impression to have been a mistaken one. Mrs. 
Lincoln's ancestry can be traced to a long line 
of prominent men who were distinguished in the 
early history of Pennsylvania and other States. 
She was connected with such familiesas the 
Porters, the Parkers, the Uwensse, the McFar- 
lands, the Findieys, and the Majors, 
who have been at different periods prom- 
inently identified with the history of 
Pennsylvania and the Nation. Of these families 
the most prominent was provably the Porters. 
This family furnished Pennsyivania with a 
Governor, and two of its members have filled 
positions in President's Cabinet, while for the 
third time a similar position is now — by 
u lineal descendant of this same family in the 
person of the Hon. Robert T. Lincoln, the pres- 
ent Setretary of War and the last surviving 
child of Mrs. Mary Toda Lincoln. Members of 
this same Porter family also acquired promi- 
nence in Virginia, Kentucky, and Lilinois, Gen. 
Jobn Todd, Mrs. Lincoln’s grand uncle, for m- 


stance, having been practically the lirst Goyer- 


nor of Illinois. 

This family traces its origin in this country 
back to Robert Todd, who was of Scotch-Irish 
descent, and who came from Irland about the 
year 1700, locating in Pennsyivania on the Sus- 
qguebanna River u few miles above Philadelphia. 
The homestead upon which he settled is sow 
occupied by Henry Todd, one of his descendants, 
and many of the descendants of Kobert Todd lie 
buried in the cemetery of the Presbyterian 
Church at Providence, of which the family were 
members. Robert Todd bad three daughters, 
who married into the Porter, Findiey, and Ma- 
jors families. His son David marricd Hanna 
Owens, and this couple were the direct 
ancestors of Mrs. Lincoln. John Todd, a 
son Of Robert Todd, graduated at Prince- 
ton, located in Virginia and became 60 
distinguished as a Presbyterian clergyman, 
scholar, and educator that it has been said that 
no history of the Presbyterian Church of Vir- 
ginia couid be written without honorable men- 
tion of Dr. John Todd. Three of the sons of 
David Todd and Hanna Owens were educated 
in Virginia by their uncle. Dr. John Todd, and 
settied in Kentucky as é@arly as 1781. Their 
names were John, Robert, and Levi. John Toda, 
ho was a lawyer ot une abilities, accompanied 
Gen. Rogers Clark on his Western expedition, 
participated in the capture of Kaskaskia—after- 
wards the tirst capital of LUlinois—and was 
subsequently appointed by Patrick Henry, 
who was then Governor of Virginia, 
the Lieutenant and Commandant of the County 
of Illinois, which made him virtually the ürst 
Governor of thisState. While returning from 
Kaskaskia to Virginia, to remove his family to 
Lilingis, Col. Todd stopped at Lexington. There 
he learned that the Indians had crossed the Ohio, 
and at once assumed command of the regiment 
in that district, of which he was Colonel, and was 
killed in battle. His brother, Gen. Robert Todd, 
was also with Gen. Clark at the capture of Kuas- 
kaski and through all the early Indian wars. 
The other brotner, Gen. Levi Todd, Mrs. Lin- 
colu'’s grandfather, was married to a niece of 
Gen. en Logan in the tort at Harreds- 
burg, and this is supposed to have 
been the tirst marriage that was solemnized in 
Kentucky. He also accompanied Gen. Clark to 
Kaskaskia, serving as a Lieutenant, and after 
the capture was ordered to take charye of a 
squad and escort the captive Freneh Goveroor 
to Jamestown, Va. After successtully fulfilling 
this mission, Gen. Todd returned to the front 
and participated with distinction in all the hard- 
fought early Indian wars. On the tinal restora- 
tion of peace his eminent military services were 
recognized by his appointment as Circuit Clerk 
of Fayette County. Kentucky, a position which 
he held until he died at a ripe old age, respected 
and honored by all. 

Levi Todd was the father of twelve children, 
one of whom—RKobeftt 8. Todd—was the father 


where she was born. He was a merchant and 
manufacturer, and a man of considerable 
wealth and great popularity. For many suc- 
cessive years he served as Clerk of the Ken- 
tucky House of Represeututives, his efficiengy 
and popularity being so great that his electi 
followed each meeting of the General Assembly 
during the greater part of his manhood as a 
matter of course. He was a remarkably tine 
specimen of a gentleman of the old school, and 
was known throughout the State for his gener- 
ous and refined hospitality. No man in Ken- 
tueky was more popular than Mr. Todd, and he 
would undoubtedly buye been elected Governor 
had he lived until the election next after his 
death. 

It was in such a home. surrounded with every 
refinement, and under such favorable auspices 
that his daughter, May Todd Lincoln, was born, 
reared, and educated. shortly after ber mother’s 
death she came to Springfield, and made her 
home here with her sister, Mrs. Ninian W. Ed- 
wards, until her marriage with Mr. Lincoln Nov. 
2,.1842. This brief recitalof Mrs. Lincoin’s fam- 
ily history is sufficient to show that her ancestry 
was closely identified with the early develop- 
ment of lilinois, as ber martyred husband was in 
later years with the progress of the State and ol 
the Nation. 


Arrival in Springfield vf Robert Lincoln 
~The Arrangements for the Funeral 


Completed. a 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune 

SPRINGFIELD, III., July 18.—When Secretary 
Lincalu arrived here this afternoon he was taken 
in a carriage directly to the home of the Hon. 
N. W. Edwards, where his mother’s remains 
await burial. He has been advised of the ar- 
rangements for the funeral, and has approved 
of them. The services will occur at the First 
Presbyterian Church, of which Mrs. Lincoln was 
a member and in which the children were bap- 
tized, at 10 o'clock tomorrow morning, aud will 
be conducted by the Kev. James A. Reed, 
pastor, assisted by other ministers. After 
the services the remains will be conveyed 


to Oak Ridge Cemetery and placed 
in one of the crypts at the Lincoln monument. 
‘rhe citizens of Springtieid will generally attend. 
Tomorrow morning Mayor Crook will issuea 

roclamation recommending ‘the suspension of 

usiness during the hours of the funeral, and 
this recommendation will be observed, while the 
city will attend the funeral almost en masse. 
The citizens will be represented by a committee 
to act as escort of the remains. The Federal, 
State, city, and county offices will be closed, A 
meeting of citizets was heid at the Leland to- 
night, at which resolutions suitable to 
this sad occasion were adopted, 
and arrangements were made for attending 
the funeral. It was decided today at a meeting 
of the State officials and their employés that the 
State offices shail be closed tomorrow, and that 
the State officials shall attend the funeral in a 
body. The follow was adopted: 

“Mrs. Mary'Lincoln is dead—a woman who 
owned the name and the love of the most dis- 
tinguished citizen of our State, shared with him 


the highest honors that can be con- 
ferred by the people of this country, 
and has a wife's part in one of (the 


noblest names of history. As in life she par- 
ticipated in the dintinguished honors conferred 
upon per nobie husband. so in death will she 
rest With him in a place marked with a Nation's 
admiration and a people's gratitude. During 
the many years since her cruel bereavement ber 
life has been one of continual suffering and 
trial, and the sympathy of the Americano people 
has gone out to her from their inmost hearts; 


“Resolved {That we, as a mark of regard for her 
memory and esteem for her womanly virtues, 
offer this simple tribute of respect, and that we 
extend to her distinguished son, Kobert Lincoln, 
and other surviving relatives, the full measure 
of our sympathy in their sad bereavement.” * 


Good aud Bad Claret. 
London Truth. 
The Times bas recently published several arti- 
cles designed to show that the claret now soid in 
england isa noxious and deleterious mixture, 
and that the public, therefore, should take to 
Italian, Australian,and Greek wines. Ali this is 
nonsense, as the writer of the articles mighthave 
known had he studied his subject. The prime 
cost of the cheapest pure Médoc wine is 10s. 
per hogshead, or about 8s. per dozen: the duty is 
28. per dozen; and if 3s. per dozen be added for 
bottles, corking, etc., it will be seen that the 
prime costis 13s. to the importer. At present 
the importers are also the retail venders, and 
allowing a profit of 2s. per dozen, it will be 2 
ceived t the price to the consumer would be 
158. per dozen. How. then, can the Times make 
out its assertion that no good claret can be 
— here even at 30s. per dozen bottles? At 
eaux, the produce of the district is dividea 
into seven ciasses. Rach class has its price: the 
second class is always one-half the cost of the 
first, and the seventh class one-seventh the cost 
of the first. 

What English people do not understand is, 
that the only reason why the first-class Hor- 
deaux wines are better than the sevepth-class 
is that the former will keep longer than the lat- 
ter.

STOCK IN MONTANA. 


Talk with a Pioneer About Its Cattle 
and Sheep. 
St. Paul Pioneer- Press. 


A representative of the Pioneer- Press was yes- 


terday introduced to a couple of geutlemen at 
the Merchants’ Hotel, both of whom were inter- 
erested in stock-raising, the one in Montana, 
the other in Texas. The Texan was on his way 
to Montana with a view to decide for himself the 
advantages thatthe latter offered over Texas 
for stock-raising. The Montana man is the 
junior member of a firm, which consists of bim- 
self and brother, that are considered as among 
the heaviest stock men in the Territory. They 
were almost the pioneers in stock-raising in the 
Territory of Montana, having commenced about 
sixteen years ago. Previous to this they 
were engaged in freighting from St. Joseph, 
Mo., to Denver, Colo., and afterward, when 
the railroad was completed to that point, 
from Denver and Salt Lake to Helena, Mon- 
tana Territory, which was then coming into 
prominence us a mining camp. These long trips 
were nade with mules and cattle. Sixteen yeurs 
ugo the last trip of the season was made rather 
later than usual,. and owiug to delays on the 
road, it became necessary to winter in Montana. 
With great misgivings as to the result, the mules 
and cattle were turned loose to find what sub- 
sistence they could for themselves through the 
winter months. Spring arrived, when what was 
their surprise to find that the cattle turned up 
in magulucent condition, with a sleek, well-fed 
look that sbowed they bad had no trouble in 
providing for themselves. It should be noticed, 
also, that the snows were reported that year to 
be deeper than usual. This, iu conjunction with 
the factthatullthe deer and elk they killed 

were found in remarkably good coudition, led 
the brothers to the conciusion that there 
was hbardiy a country in the world 
80 woll adapted to purposes ot 
stock- raising. Keturning to Denver, there 
fore, they sold their steers and mules and bought 
stock cattle, which they drove into Montana, 
and from that date until now they have been 
among the largest stock men in the Territory. 
From cattle they went into sheep and the raising 
of horses, both of which latter are more profita- 

ble than cattle. It was stated that sheep were 
every year becoming more numerous in the Ter- 
ritory. Sheep require more care and attention 
than cattie and give correspondingly larger re- 

sults. It is also a business that requires less 
capital than it does to engage in the raising of 
cattle. The expenses of berding and shearing, 
inctuding berder’s pay and board for one year, 
for a herd of 2,000 is about 32,000. ‘The yield of 
woo! willaveruge $1.50 per head, ora total of 
$3,000. The increase of lambs can be calculated 

ut 25 per cent of the original number of the 
herd, and, gs at the end of the year they are of 
equal value to a full-grown sheep, their value 
would be $1,000. The gain, therefore, is 
aimost 100 per cent, with ‘ordinary atten- 
tion. It is estimated that there are now 
about 200,000 sheep in the eastern part of Mon- 

tana, and the number will increase rapidly, as 
new peuple are constantly going into the busi- 

ness. In response to an inquiry as to the sheep 
freezing, it was stated that such a thing was un- 


known. It is true there have been losses, but in 


all cases death has been eaused by suffocation, 
on account of che pens having been too small. 
so that the sheep have crowded together, one 
on top of the other; this causes them to sweat, 
and then when they are turned out into the cold 
air in the morning they take cold and die. The 
best cattle and sheep region was stated to be 
the country between the Clark's Fork Bottom 
and the Musseishell River. In this district the 
largest owners of cattle and sheep are the 
Northwestern Company, Alfred Meyers & 
Brother, Granviile Stewart, Dr. Bembrick, 
Nelson Story, and Hobson & Sweet. These men 
have euch herds or from 3,000 to 10,000 ‘nead of 
cattle, besides large herds of sheep. The ex- 
ceptionaliy fertile and temperate region is, how- 
ever, practically unoceupied as yet, and the 
stock interest of Montana is at present but in its 
infancy. 
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The Price of Kisses.
